Moral Victory and naval victories 
in the Far Kast 


have been followed by a great moral vic- 
tory in the making of peace. Her ac- 
tion was worthy of the best traditions 
of the most enlightened Christian na- 
tions. Doubtless many considerations 
entered into Japan’s decision, but it 
nevertheless indicates a degree of mag- 
nanimity and a concern for the peace 
and welfare of the world, which must at 
once advance Japan to a first place 
among the nations whose international 
relations are influenced by the highest 
moral sanctions. All this is true in 
spite of the demonstrations of disap- 
proval in Tokyo and elsewhere. This 
violence does not represent the real 
Japan. It was not the work of sub- 
stantial citizens, but rather of a compara- 
tively few hot-headed radicals, combined 
with the rougher element to be found in 
all large cities. Many of the conserva- 
tive leaders of Japan were naturally dis- 
appointed at the terms of peace as they 
were first made known. But calm con- 
sideration has shown that while Japan 
did not gain all she asked, perhaps not 
all she might fairly have expected, she 


has gained much that will make for her 
political and commercial development. 
Although the riots were in a few cases 
accompanied by the destruction of 
churches and other foreign buildings, 
they were in no sense anti-Christian 
or anti-foreign. Several of the Tokyo 
papers, as well as the mayor of the city, 
speak positively on this point. In all 
probability no violence would have been 
offered to church buildings had it not 
been for an indiscreet street preacher, 
who in an harangue to one of the mobs 
declared that all Christians in Japan fa- 
vored peace at any price. This seemed 
traitorous to the excited crowd and it 
immediately turned its attention to 
the wrecking of places of Christian wor- 
ship. 


HE return of 
peace will 
mean the opportun- 
ity for more exten- 
sive and more vigorous Christian work. 
The sympathy generally expressed for 
Japan by the people of the United States 
and England naturally disposes the Jap- 
anese favorably toward the missionary 
representatives of these nations, and it 
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is from the United States and England 
that the great majority of Christian mis- 
sionaries in the Empire come. Nor are 
the Japanese likely to forget the ad- 
mirable work carried on among the sol- 
diers in the field and among the wounded 
and convalescent in the hospitals 
through the instrumentality of the 
Young Men’s Christian Associations, 
and by local missionaries. That work 
has had the approval of all classes, from 
the Emperor down. It has made some 
of the fundamental facts of the Chris- 
tian faith known to thousands of men 
who might otherwise never have been 
reached. As the armies are gradually 
withdrawn from the field and as the sol- 
diers return to their homes, there will 
be carried into cities and towns where 
missions have never been established 
some of the results of this Christian 
teaching. The teaching of Christianity 
will be associated in the minds of those 
who have received it in camp and field 
with kindly deeds. It is not too much 
to expect, therefore, that the foreign 
missionary and his native helper will 
have in the immediate future such a 
hearing as never before. This, then, is 
the time to press forward. 


HEN one 
turns to our 

own mission it is 
plain that so far as 
the size of its staff 
is concerned it is but poorly equipped to 
meet these larger tasks. At present the 
effective force of the District of Tokyo 
consists, in addition to the bishop, of 
but seven ordained foreign missionaries. 
True, they have the aid of a small band 
of devoted Japanese clergy and cate- 
chists, together with teachers and other 
workers from this country. Only one 
ordained American missionary has been 
added to the Tokyo staff since 1899— 
this in a district with a population of 
11,000,000 people, and including some of 
the chief cities of the Empire. In Kyo- 
to, the effective staff of American clergy 
in addition to the bishop, numbers but 
six, though here, as in Tokyo, other 
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helpers, Japanese and American, may be 
counted upon to do their best to take 
advantage of the larger opportunities. 
No argument is needed to show the im- 
perative necessity for recruits in both 
the Japan districts. 


ISHOP SPALD- 


The District of ING’S article 
Salt Lake and suggests something 


of the grave prob- 
lems which confront 
the Church in the enormous district 
committed to his care. The obstacle of 
distance alone is almost insurmountable. 
To pass from Durango in western Col- 
orado to Tonopah in southern Nevada, 
he must cover a distance as great as 
that separating New York from Denver. 
The varied character of the population 
and its wide distribution add other seri- 
ous elements of difficulty. But towering 
above all other obstacles is the menace 
of Mormonism. In the heart of an en- 
lightened Christian nation is a religious 
system subtly claiming to be Christian, 
but utterly subversive of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. It has produced social ~ 
and religious conditions as grave as 
those to be found in almost any foreign 
mission field. Indeed, it is within 
bounds to say that there is no more dif- 
ficult field in the world for the forces of 
a pure and vital faith than is to be 
found in Utah. Mere denunciation of 
Mormon errors and Mormon practices 
will not suffice. The exclusion of a 
Mormon from the nation’s legislative 
halls may have a good effect in arousing 
public opinion, but even that will not be 
enough. No merely negative measures 
will do. With every attempt to restrict 
Mormonism and to point out its subtle 
viciousness must go unremitting Chris- 
tian work. 'The process of betterment 
must go beyond cutting off and casting 
out. The bad must be crowded out and 
replaced by the good. Patience and per- 
sistence, the same constructive effort and 
the same friendliness that our mission- 
aries in the Far East show toward the 
people who suffer from the demoralizing 
social and religious consequences of a

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false faith must mark the work in Utah. 
Those who are facing on the field con- 
ditions which only they can fully ap- 
preciate must be supported by the 
prayers and sympathy of the Church.

terprise, we say 
that there is scarcely any other news 
that could be so gratifying as the 
announcement that the gifts for the fis- 
eal year closing August 31st last, were 
sufficient to pay in full the appropria- 
tions for the current work.

It means that people who have not as 
yet heard the Gospel may now have the 
opportunity of hearing it. It means 
that the mission staff, both at home and 
abroad, will be encouraged to go for- 
ward with greater zeal and confidence. 
It means that persistent efforts to 
reach a certain goal are bringing results. 
It means that for the first time in five 
years the Board of Missions is relieved 
from the necessity of reporting an add- 
ed deficiency.

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ing September 1st, 1901. This was the 
year before the adoption of the Appor- 
tionment Plan, and the income from 
these sources for that year was larger 
than ever before. It is particularly 
gratifying to note that the greatest gain 
is to be found in the offerings from con- 
gregations. For the fiscal year, Septem- 
ber 1st, 1900, to August 31st, 1901, offer- 
ings amounting to $136,582 were re- 
ceived from 1,993 congregations. For 
the year just closed the offerings are 
$346,800, from more than 4,000 congre- 
gations. In other words, not only has 
the amount of the-offerings more than 
doubled, but the number of congrega- 
tions making offerings has more than 
doubled. It is therefore evident that 
the gain in offerings represents a 
healthy growth. Those who in previous 
years have given little or nothing are 
now taking a share in the missionary 
enterprise. This is one of the most re- 
assuring facts in recent missionary his- 
tory.

The Total ceipts of the 
Receipts Board for the last 
fiseal year were 

$1,677,438.98, a much larger amount 


than ever before. As we have already 
pointed out that $810,034.98 were re- 
quired to meet the appropriations for 
the year, it is natural to ask what has 
become of the $866,000 representing the 
difference between the amount of these 
appropriations and the total receipts. 
Without going into confusing detail, 
this $866,000 may be accounted for as 
follows: 1. The “Specials” for the year 
were $306,000. The Board had no con- 
trol over this amount, could not apply it 
on appropriations and transferred it to 
the work for which it was specifically 
given. 2. The Woman’s Auxiliary 
United Offering, given in October, 1904, 
amounted to $151,000. 38. Gifts which 
the Board was required to invest by the 
directions of the donors amounted to 
$173,000. 4. Legacies for investment, 
or for special purposes, amounted to 
$47,000. 5. A gift of $50,000 was made 
for the increase of the Reserve Deposits. 
7. The income from publications was 
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nearly $32,000. 8. From the American 
Church Missionary Society was received 
a specific deposit for Cuba and Brazil, of 
$12,000. 9. For purposes not relating 
to the current work of the Society the 
Board received and transmitted to the 
objects specified by the donors more 
than $95,000.

day-schools 
have surpassed their 
best previous record 
by making gifts amounting to $122,384. 
This amount has come from 3,557 Sun- 
day-schools, a less number by fifty than 
contributed through the Lenten offering 
a year ago. Year after year the young 
people have risen regularly to the mark 
set before them by the Board of Mis- 
sions and have given an example of in- 
terest and devotion that must stimulate 
the whole Church. For next year the 
Board looks to the schools for $125,000. 
Not a little of the successful outcome 
of the year is to be attributed to the in- 
crease of over $22,000 in the offerings 
from the Woman’s Auxiliary. Thus for 
the first time the gifts applicable upon 
the appropriations from the devoted 
members of this staunch helper have ex- 
ceeded $100,000.

through a larger ex- 
penditure by the Board for literature 
and other means of making the work of 
the Society known to its members. This 
involved an outlay of $35,500. The ex- 
penditure for administration and col- 
lection is about the same as for last year, 
namely, $50,980. The percentage of the 
total central expenses to the receipts is 
five and two-tenths per cent., a smaller 
figure than for a number of years. It 
should be remembered that this percent- 
age of central expenses includes not only 
the actual cost of administration and 
collection, but also the cost of printing 
reports, supplying gratuitously millions 
of copies of leaflets of various kinds, be- 
sides sending THe Spirit or Missions 
and other publications without cost to 
the clergy. Last year the net income 
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from the rentals of the Church Mis- 
sions House left a surplus of $3,000, 
which could be used in meeting the cost 
of central expenses, besides. giving to the 
Board its offices and other rooms on two 
floors of the building without cost. 
Altogether the year’s record is one for 
thankfulness and for congratulation. It 
only remains for the Church to push for- 
ward along the lines already followed to 
ensure still greater gains in offerings 
and still greater blessings for those on 
whose behalf the offerings are made.

Missions twentieth annual 
convention in Chi- 
cago. It was a striking gathering, 


marked by the restrained enthusiasm, 
solid purpose, practical work and wide 
vision which have come to be character- 
istic of this great movement of laymen. 
A sectional conference under the leader- 
ship of the Corresponding Secretary of 
the Missionary Society was attended by 
about fifty men, and considered the 
work of laymen in Church extension. 
From the parish missions, established by 
Brotherhood men in town and country, 
here at home, the discussions of the con- 
ference reached out to the furthest for- 
eign fields where, as bishops, clergy, phy- 
sicians and teachers, men who in former 
years have done good service in the 
Brotherhood ranks in this country are 
now at work. At one of the business 
sessions of the entire convention, a state- 
ment drawn up by some of the members 
of the conference was presented. It 
recommended, among other things, that 
Brotherhood men, as loyal Churchmen, 
should endeavor to co-operate with the 
plans of the Board of Missions; that 
they should inform themselves, through 
Tue Spirit or Missions and other pub- 
lications, of the progress made and of 
the work to be done, and that as mem- 
bers of parishes their aid should always 
be given to the rector in his endeavor to 
educate parish opinion on behalf of 
Church extension. 


ISHOP ROOTS, 
Wanted: A in Hankow, 
Volunteer will receive this 
for China month a disappoint- 


ing message. Con- 
trary to expectations, a recently ap- 
pointed clergyman who was to have 
sailed this autumn is not going out. For 
months the bishop has been counting 
upon his aid and has been making the 
mission plans accordingly. Under the 
most favorable circumstances the fail- 
ure of even one expected recruit to re- 
port for duty is a serious blow to the 
best laid plans, especially in a district 
like Hankow, where the opportunities are 
many while the staff is limited. The 
present situation is rendered all the 
more acute by the indifferent health of 
one of the most experienced members of 
the mission, and his consequent inability 
to carry as heavy a load as usual. The 
bishop had expected to extend the mis- 
sion lines by sending one of the Ameri- 
ean clergy into an important town on 
the Yang-tse. This plan must now be 
abandoned. Is there no one to take the 
vacant place? Must the work be held 


back? It is not a question of money, 
but of a man. The necessary funds 
have been appropriated. Volunteers 


should be under thirty-five and unmar- 
ried. A man with a few years’ experi- 
ence in parochial life in this country, 
with good health, ability to adjust him- 
self to new conditions and to acquire a 
difficult language would be able to set 
free a more experienced worker in the 
mission, so that the Gospel could be car- 
ried effectively into a new community of 
70,000 people. Full particulars will be 
supplied hy the Corresponding Secre- 
tary, 281 Fourth Avenue, New York.

in the transepts, and when the long pro- 
cession of clergy (who were present in 
their hundreds) and lay-readers issued 
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from the gates of the southern choir 
aisle, there was only standing room in 
the building for the late comers.” It 
may surprise some readers to know that 
the occasion of which these words were 
written was a missionary service in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, London. Each year 
the Diocese of London holds a service of 
intercession on behalf of missions in the 
great cathedral church. To it come the 
clergy and the people from all parts of 
the city. It is a great corporate act of 
worship and intercession, through which 
the people of the diocese re-echo the hope 
expressed by Bishop Ingram that “Lon- 
don should be the greatest missionary 
diocese in the world.” ‘The service on 
this occasion was entirely congregational, 
there being no choir present to lead even 
the hymns, which were sung with great 
effect. The Bishop of London himself 
preached the sermon from _ Isaiah’s 
words, “Ye that make mention of the 
Lord, keep not silence, and give Him no 
rest till He establish and till He make 
Jerusalem a praise in the earth.” Why 
might not the example of the Diocese of 
London be followed in a dozen great 
centres in this country, such as Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Den- 
ver and San Francisco? Such a service 
of intercession would do more than al- 
most anything else to unite the people 
of some of our stronger Church com- 
munities for worthy efforts on behalf 
of the Church’s missions.

THE DISTRICT OF SALT LAKE 
BY BISHOP SPALDING 


HE District of Salt Lake may 
not be as large as Mexico or 
Alaska, but still it is a wide 
stretch of country. When I go 
from Tonopah, Nev., the most westerly 
station, to Durango, Col., in the south- 
east, by the shortest railroad route, I 
travel two hundred miles further than 
from Portland, Me., to Omaha, Neb. 
And it is travelling over all kinds of 
country, mountains, sandy deserts; sage- 
brush plains and fertile valleys; and one 
has to go in all sorts of ways, railroads, 
broad gauge and narrow gauge, besides 
all manner of stage coaches and automo- 
biles. Then, too, one meets a good many 
kinds of people, miners, and ranchmen, 
cowboys and sheep herders, Indians and 
Mormons. The Mormons must be 
classed by themselves. Mr. Hersey, our 
missionary to the Utes, asked an Indian 
one day whether such and such a man 
was a white man. He replied, “He’s no 
white man, he’s a Mormon.” There are 
four distinct lines of work: 
First. The Ute Indian Mission. 
Second. Laying foundations in the 
rich farming country of Western Col- 
orado, a 


Third. Christianizing and moralizing 
the mining camps. 

Fourth. Doing what we can for the 
Mormons. 


I. The Church and the Indians 


The Ute Indians were moved from 
Western Colorado in 1875. I remember 
very well as an ardent boy politician 
shouting the old Colorado war cries, “The 
Utes must go,” and “The only good In- 
dian is a dead Indian.” The Utes are 
still going, but there are many good In- 
dians alive among them. ‘The reserva- 
tion has just been opened to white settle- 
ment, 6,400 plots of ground of 160 acres 
each being assigned by lot to applicants. 
There were many thousands who regis- 
tered their names and no doubt next 
spring a number of towns-and villages 
will spring up. The Church is first on 
the ground and we mean to hold our 
leadership if possible. The Indians are 
still puzzled and not altogether pleased at 
part of their lands being given away. 
A delegation was taken by the agent, 
Captain Hall, to Washington, in the 
spring, and came home satisfied and 
pleased, though one of the chiefs told Mr. 
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Hersey that he was not sure whether 
what the commissioner had said to them 
was all “sugar talk” or not. 

For eight years Mr. and Mrs. Hersey, 
who live at Randlett, have done faithful 
and successful work. They love the In- 
dians and the Indians love and trust 
them. On my visit I confirmed thirteen 
Indians in the little chapel of the Holy 
Spirit and preached to a church full of 
men, women and children. “Do you see 
that horse?” asked Mr. Hersey, as we 
drove to Vernal, a seventy mile trip he 
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Murray pay for the labor could have 
been there, I know they would have felt 
that they never spent money more wisely. 
The building was crowded. The White- 
rocks Utes are perhaps the most uncivil- 
ized Indians in the United States. There 
were men and women in the building who 
had taken part in the Meeker massacre. 
Johnnie Reid, a half breed, was inter- 
preter and Mr. Hersey and I spoke to 
them as best we could, telling them the 
church was theirs and we hoped they 
would feel that it belonged to them.

takes every two weeks, to hold service in 
the church built in that Mormon town 
three years ago. “I got to wondering, 
awhile ago, how far I had driven that 
horse and so I figured it out. He and I 
have gone together the last eight years, 
over all kinds of roads and in all sorts 
of weather, 35,000 miles.” 

Our other mission is at Whiterocks, 
twenty-five miles from Randlett. Here 
Miss Carter and Miss Murray are doing 
patient and successful work. After long 
struggles the new chapel was ready and 
the bishop’s first visit was celebrated by 
holding the first service. The govern- 
ment gave the lumber, and if the many 
friends who helped Miss Carter and Miss 


After our addresses were over, Charlie 
Mack, one of the most influential Indian 
chiefs, arose and made a long speech. 
T asked Johnnie what he was saying, and 
he replied, “He is making your speech 
all over again, only he is doing it better 
than I could, and he is telling them it 
was a good speech and they must do just 
as you say.” 

Before our missionaries came, it was 
the custom when a mother died, leaving 
a living baby, to bury the baby alive 
with the mother. The poor, ignorant 
people did not know that it was possible 
to save the child’s life, and they thought 
in their simple way that the mother’s 
soul would be lonely without the child. 
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Miss Murray and Miss Carter have each 
adopted Indian boys, Waban and Reu- 
ben, whose lives they saved, and these 
healthy youngsters are a constant object 
lesson of the good missions can do. 
I am told that there is in southeastern 
Utah and southwestern Colorado a large 
section of the Navajos for whom abso- 
lutely no religious work is being done. 
I hope to go down there as soon as pos- 
sible and see what opening there is. 
Mr. Hersey, as a means of neutralizing 


separate district. Everyone who knows 
the country thinks it ought still to be 
one. But there was not money enough 
to pay the bishop and so it was added to 
Utah and Nevada. It is doubtful 
whether there is any other tract of coun- 
try on the surface of the earth as rich as 
this in natural resources. In Routt county, 
the northwestern part, are vast deposits of 
all sorts of coal. In San Juan county 
in the south are some of the richest gold 
mines in Colorado. Gunnison county in

tables, at which the women sit and eat 
with knives and forks and plates, and the 
men wait on them! After the feast come 
all sorts of athletic games. Ta-ta-put’s 
(this is Mr. Hersey’s Indian name, mean- 
ing “Good Talk”) Easter feast is be- 
coming more and more popular. 


Il. The Church and the Ranchmen 
Western Colorado used to be a 


the east has vast deposits of iron and 
anthracite coal, while in the west the 
new irrigation work now being done by 
the government at enormous cost will 
throw under cultivation hundreds of 
thousands of acres of the richest soil on 
earth. The new government canal which 
is being constructed at a cost of $3,000,- 
000, to divert the waters of the Gunni- 
son River, will make available for farm- 
ing purposes 125,000 acres of land in 
Montrose, Delta, and Mesa counties. 
The settlers, who are rapidly tak- 
ing up these lands, spend all their 
money buying their farms and moving 
from the east. They cannot therefore at 
first build churches and rectories or give 
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much to the support of the clergyman, 
but as they become able they will do their 
full share. Grand Junction is the 
largest and oldest place, and here the 
congregation will soon be self-supporting 
and a new church to take the place of a 
poor, inadequate little frame building is 
being planned. Durango, the most im- 
portant town in the southwest, is now 
vacant, Mr. Ostenson, for many years a 
faithful missionary to this district, hav- 
ing been compelled to resign on account 
of ill health. There is a chance here for 
a good energetic man to do splendid 
work. Indeed, we ought to have at least 
four more men working in this part of 
the district. In the northwest country, 
soon to be opened up by the Colorado 
and Northwestern Railroad, we have still 
no missionary. Steamboat Springs is the 
largest town, and in Steamboat the 
Methodist is the strongest denomination 
and its pastor gave up his services and 
let us use the building when I was there 
in July. Some time later I met on the 
train the presiding elder and was telling 
him about the kindness of his colleague. 
“Yes,” he said, “I am proud of the 
church at Steamboat. It’s all paid for 
now and the parsonage debt is nearly 
settled too. We are glad to let you have 
the church whenever you go there, for 
some of your people helped pay for it. 
It was my great venture of faith. I 
knew Steamboat was going to be a town, 
and so I built the church, though I had 
to borrow most of the money. But I am 
glad I did it, for it gives us a hold in 
Routt County.” I felt a little ashamed, 
for our Church had secured lots for a 
church at Steamboat Springs before the 
Methodists thought of going there. 


Ill. Mining Camps, Dead and Alive 


Mining camps are of two kinds, 
living and dead. When they are alive, 
they are very much alive, and when dead 
they are very, very dead. When a strike 
is made, thousands of prospectors rush 
to the new section, a town is laid out, 
lots are sold at high prices, money is 
plenty and it is easy to build a church and 
support a missionary. We have just one 
such camp in the district, Tonopah, Nev., 
concerning which wonderful place an 
article was printed in THe Spirit or Mis- 
sions for September, 1904. The money is 
nearly in hand now for the new church 
at Tonopah, and a capable missionary is 
in the field and hard at work. To build 
a church, however, is a very costly task. 
Lumber is so expensive and labor so high 
that all sorts of materials, such as boxes, 
bottles and‘ tin cans, have been used to 
construct dwelling houses. But the life 
of a Nevada mining town like Tonopah 
is only about twenty years. Then they 
have to be classed with the dead mining 
camps. Nevada is full of such dead 
camps. Eureka, where there were once 
35,000 people, now has not over 800. 
There is always the chance of one of 
these dead camps coming to life again, 
and just now Ely shows signs of resur- 
rection, valuable copper strikes having 
been made and new capital interested in 
their development. In Ely we had a 
faithful missonary, the Rev. George F. 
Plummer, and he raised money to 
build a church, for the store in which 
services have been held is to be torn down 
and a handsome business block erected. 
The ladies’ guild have been speculating 
in real estate. They secured a lot for 
the church, sold it, and had a present of 
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another in a better location, making 
$350 by the deal. Mr. Plummer has now 
gone east and I do not know of any- 
one to take this lonely frontier place. 
The stage driver who drove me into 
Ely—for one has a ride of one hun- 
dred miles over four mountain ranges 
and across five deserts—rather  re- 
gretted the building of a church. He 
said he and his friends were accustomed 
to visit the saloon next door to the store 
room while services were in progress. 


question. There is no other state in the 
Union quite like Nevada. ‘The first set- 
tlers to the new camps come from the 
old towns, and if Tonopah, Goldfield and 
Bull Frog, the new live camps, are law- 
abiding places, quite unlike the old law- 
less mining camps of the early days, it is 
because these first-comers bring with 
them Christianity and its respect for law 
and order, which they have learned in 
the older camps. Distances are so great 
and the cost of transportation is so high

“The walls are thin,” he explained, “and 
you can hear the whole business, and 
being in the saloon seems more home- 
like.” The cheapest lumber costs $60 
a thousand, and though building stone 
is plenty, stone masons ask $8 a day 
wages. So the church will be expensive, 
but it must be built, for our Church is 
doing the only Christian work in Ely, 
except the Roman Catholics. To delay 
is to lose the lead, as we have done in 
so many places. 

Just how to help the faithful Church 
people who want the services of the 
Church as frequently as possible, and 
who are trying to keep up the Sunday- 
schools in these dead camps, is a puzzling 


that until the money can be provided to 
support a general missionary, the bishop 
must go as often as he can. 


IV. The Church and the Mormons 


Practically the only work our~ 
Church has done in Utah for the Mor- 
mons during the last twelve years has 
been done through St. Mark’s Hospital 
and Rowland Hall. The two parishes 
in Salt Lake and the parish at Ogden 
are for “Gentile” congregations, though 
Miss Napper is doing faithful city mis- 
sionary work and reaches all classes of 
people. At Logan service is held once 
every two weeks, and at Provo, an- 
other Mormon town, we have a deacon 
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who is a candidate for priest’s orders, 
and earnest efforts are being made to 
raise the money for a church building. At 
Layton, we have a building and a lay- 
reader. As long as the Church supported 
day-schools in these and other towns, 
there was, in the teachers and some of the 
pupils, a centre of Church life, but when 
these schools were closed, a wise policy 
when the public schools were improved 
and passed under “Gentile” control, and 
the teachers moved away, the children

pupils are Mormons, its service of train- 
ing Ohristian women is none the less 
valuable, though indirect. 

The record of St. Mark’s is almost 
unique in the history of Church hos- 
pitals. Beginning with no gifts what- 
ever, having received but $21,000 in its 
whole history, and that from four people, 
and all of them westerners, it has be- 
come possessed of property worth nearly 
$150,000. Its wards, private rooms, 
operating rooms, in fact its whole equip-

going either to the public schools or to 
the schools still kept up by the Presby- 
terians and Congregationalists, the diffi- 
culties of keeping up services became too 
great to be overcome. 

In St. Mark’s Hospital and Rowland 
Hall, we have, however, two institutions 
of which we may well be proud. Row- 
land Hall with its endowment and 
the help of scholarships, generously given 
by kind friends in the east, can maintain 
itself, although in the near future it must 
have a new building, the present build- 
ing being not only inadequate but also 
in bad condition. While few of its 


ment, are admirable, though at present 
in need of repair. The best physicians 
in Salt Lake are on its staff, and are un- 
selfishly loyal to its interests. But the 
hospital just now is in a desperately criti- 
cal condition. The Mormons, for years 
indifferent to medical science, have just 
built the Latter Day Saints’ Hospital. It 
would never have come into existence 
but for the example of the older in- 
stitution. The will which bequeathed 
the money for its erection was writ- 
ten in a room in St. Mark’s. Its best 
nurses are graduates of St. Mark’s. 
And there never was a time when St. 
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Mark’s was more needed than to-day. 
The quiet influence for good on the sick 
in the hospital, the influence which the 
nurse trained in St. Mark’s is certain 
to exert wherever she may go, the high 
standard of surgical skill and loving care 
which the hospital has set and must 
maintain, this high service must not be 
lost. But the old days of self-support 
are over. Before Bishop Leonard died 
he was compelled to consent to an in- 
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served the honor of a memorial for faith- 
ful service, Bishop Leonard deserved it, 
but only $6,000 have been given so far. 
The Christian people of Salt Lake are 
going to do their share, but we simply 
must have help from the whole Church 
if we are to continue this contribution, 
which is almost the only one our Church 
is making toward the solution of one of 
the most difficult problems of our Ameri- 
can civilization.

debtedness of $35,000, which is now in- 
ereased to nearly $40,000, feeling sure 
that his many eastern friends would help 
him to reduce if not liquidate it. The 
Latter Day Saints, with the enormous 
revenues of their church behind them, are 
erecting a beautiful training-school, and 
unless we can make our quarters for 
nurses, now so cramped that three or 
four women have to share the same room, 
more comfortable and attractive, we can- 
not longer hope to persuade the best 
young women of Utah to choose our hos- 
pital. It was proposed to raise $25,000 
to build a nurses’ home as a memorial to 
Bishop Leonard.

ISS SARAH N. WOODWARD 
prepared for college at a 
private school in Morristown, 
N. J., her early home, and 

was graduated from Smith College in 
1901. For a long time it had been her 
ambition to become a missionary. So 
strong was the conviction of her call to 
the missionary life that she once wrote: 
“T should never be content to remain 
at home if I thought I could be of ser- 
vice in the mission field.” Accordingly, 
after leaving college, she spent two years 
teaching in a private school in order 
to gain practical experience in work 


among children. In 1903 she entered 
the New York ‘Training-school for 
Deaconesses and was graduated last 


June. As a member of St. Paul’s parish, 
Poughkeepsie, she was a worker in the 
Sunday-school, and was engaged, her 
rector says, “in nearly all the most vital 
parochial enterprises, showing a rare 
power for attracting people into the 
Church and holding them, while her 
quiet influence was always of the kind 
that brings life into the general health 
of a parish.” “The deep interest which 
(770) 
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goes with her,” says another, “of her 
great number of friends, is the most 
noble prophecy of her power to gain the - 
confidence and affection of those with 
whom she will be brought in contact in 
her new duties.” 


WOMAN who has won for her- 
self a good degree as a dea- 
coness in a city parish is the 
kind of trained worker whom 

we like to see going out to the District of 
Shanghai. Deaconess Theodora L. 
Paine, a native of Troy, Penn., comes 
from one of those Church families be- 
loved by their bishops, with whom, at 
the time of their visitations, they are 
pleased to make their home. Ambitious 
beyond many of her fellows, Miss Paine 
went from the High School in Troy to 
Smith College, where she was graduated 
in 1896. After graduation she was pri- 
vate tutor of Latin in Northampton and 
of Greek and drawing in Troy. But 
such work did not satisfy her. An inter- 
est in the deaconess’ movement, aroused 
by the Rev. Philip Washburn, the rector 
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of St. John’s, Northampton, during the 
early part of her college course, never 
left her, and after two years at home, she 
determined to enter the New York 
Training-school for Deaconesses. She 
was graduated in 1902, and for the three 
years succeeding served in Christ Parish, 
Cincinnati, whose rector and people bid 
her God-speed with deepest regret. 


Mone tot WAR TN EE: 
PHELPS, of the Diocese of 

New York, who has joined 

the staff of the Hankow mis- 

sion, was educated at 
private schools in her 
home city and in 
Boston. Plans for a 
college course had to 
be given up on ac- 
count of ill health, 
but five years’ resi- 
dence in Europe gave 
her opportunity for 
travel and study. 
During this residence 
abroad Miss Phelps, 
who had not been 
reared in the Episco- 
pal Church, decided 
as a result of earnest 
thought to become a 
Churchwoman, and 
was accordingly con- 
firmed in _ Florence, 
Italy, in 1900. About 
this time, too, she began to recognize 
the existence of “a keen desire to 
make my life count for something,” 
as she expressed it in writing to a 
friend. On her return to this country 
she became a communicant of the 
Church of the Ascension in New 
York City and offered for service in the 
parish work. A Sunday-school class and 
the management of clubs for boys and 
girls gave opportunity for the use of her 
abilities. Through the then curate of 
the parish, the Rev. Lester Bradner, Jr., 
she became deeply interested in Bible 
study and in missions. Determined to 
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get the best possible training for the 
life of service for others she wished to 
lead, she entered the New York Train- 
ing-school for Deaconesses in 1903, took 
the full course, was graduated with the 
class of 1905, and was shortly after set 
apart. During her deaconess training 
Miss Phelps determined to offer for mis- 
sionary service and decided for the for- 
eign field “because the need is so great 
and the workers so lamentably few.” 
China appealed strongly to her as she 
thought of the needs of Chinese women. 
Miss Phelps will be associated with the 
educational work among the women and 
girls of the Hankow 
district. Her  train- 
ing and _ experience 
will fit her especially 
for this service. She 
has marked ability 
for languages, speak- 
ing French, German, 
Spanish and Italian. 


O have no 
ties and to 
know of no 
place where 

life can count so 
much for God and 
His Kingdom as in 
China give promise 
of a free and happy 
mind for service in 
the field. And this 
we hope for in our young deacon, the Rev. — 
William Henry Standring, a Newburgh 
boy, graduated from the Free Academy 
there in 1895, from Cornell in 1899, and 
from the General Theological Seminary 
in 1905. Of English parents, with Eng- 
lish tenacity of purpose, a good all-round 
student, with no stain on his college rec- 
ord and a growing advance so that his 
last year’s work was his best, a member 
of his home choir, trained at Lake Placid 
for work with men and boys under that 
master workman, the Rev. William Moir, 
experienced, while studying at the sem- 
inary, in Sunday-school work and lay-

reading, in the winters visiting in a city 
jail, in summer conducting a camp for 
fifty boys—we are happy and hopeful in 
sending Mr. Standring to the help of 
Bishop Graves, and all the more so when 
the superintendent of the New York City 
Mission writes, “We would have been 
glad to have his services.” 


R. JAMES HARDING 
GEORGE, JR., a descendant 
on both sides of honored 
clergy, and linking the North 

and South together in this descent, was 
born in Salisbury, Conn. when his 
father, now rector of Trinity Church, 
Newtown, was rector there. A graduate of 
Hotchkiss School, Lakeville, in 1902, and 
of Trinity College in 1905, his studies 
in French, German, Latin, Greek, San- 
serit and Arabic should prepare the way 
for his successful study of Chinese. As 
his study heretofore has always been 
with definite purpose in mind, the in- 
creased importance of the purpose will 
seem to favor his speedy usefulness in 
speaking and teaching, while his readi- 
ness in making friends, and the affec- 
tion felt for him by the old and poor in 
his father’s parish, bespeak for the work 
undertaken as a duty, the growing joy 
that will surely make it a labor of love. 
Mr. George volunteered for China last 
winter, but expected to take his divinity 
(772) 
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course before going out. The impera- 
tive necessity of an additional professor 
at St. John’s College, Shanghai, and the 
failure of the hoped for laymen to offer 
for the service, compelled Bishop Graves 
to cable a request that Mr. George should 
come out this year as a layman. With- 
in three years Mr. George plans to re- 


turn to this country for his seminary” 


course and then to go back to China to 
spend his life there in evangelistic work. 


HE Rey. Charles E. Betticher, 
who has been assigned to the 
mission staff at Fairbanks, 
Alaska, received his early edu- 

cation at Beverley, N. J., where his 
father was the rector of the local parish. 
During his theological course at the 
Philadelphia Divinity-school, he took 
some work in philosophy at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Mr. Betti- 
cher was ordered deacon in 1904 
and advanced to the priesthood in 
the following year. He has had a 
varied experience in Church work. 
While at school and at the seminary he 
conducted mission services in nearby 
places, and one summer was in charge 


of the missions connected with St. - 


Mark’s Church, Mauch Chunk, Penn. 
He served for a time as lay-reader, and, 
after his ordination, as assistant in 
Gloria Dei Church, Philadelphia. Vol- 
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unteer work in the Galilee Rescue Mis- 
sion, Philadelphia, has further equipped 
him for such service as Alaska frequent- 
ly requires. Throughout his seminary 
course Mr. Betticher’s missionary influ- 
ence was strongly felt. During the last 
year he was president of the local chap- 
ter of the Church Students’ Missionary 
Association. Mr. Betticher asked to be 
sent to Alaska because he felt sure that 
he had been called to that field. The 
great need for work on behalf of the 
men who go from all parts of the east 
and have so little of Christian influence 
about them made a strong appeal to him. 
In spite of many discouragements and 
obstacles he never for a moment tried to 
evade that appeal. Although after his 
ordination, Mr. Betticher was urged to 
accept permanent work in the east, he 
steadily declined all such offers and held 
to his determination to become a 
frontier missionary. 


WO nurses for Shanghai District 
and one for Hankow, going out 
at one time, bring, we hope, 
much added strength to. the 

medical staff of the China Mission. Miss 
Mary Ann Hill, born in Phillipsburgh, 
Penn., educated in Charlotte, N. C., and 
a graduate of the three years’ course in 
the Episcopal Hospital, Philadelphia, 
after further testing and training in the 
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Philadelphia Church Training and Dea- 
coness’ School, goes to St. Elizabeth’s, 
Shanghai. The unfailing patience, 
cheerfulness and gentleness shown in the 
Memorial House at the Episcopal Hos- 
pital, which endeared many to her there, 
were doubtless largely taxed and at the 
same time strengthened during five 
years’ experience as private attendant 
and ward nurse in the State Institute for 
Feeble-minded Women, in Vineland, N. 
J. Such training and such qualities of 
mind and heart are likely to have a 
special value in working with the most 
pitiful of Chinese patients. 


ORN in Philadelphia and brought 

up a Presbyterian, Miss Mary 

R. Ogden was baptized and eon- 

firmed in the parish of the Good 
Shepherd, Rosemont, in 1898. Educated 
in the public schools in Philadelphia, she 
was graduated from the Philadelphia 
Training School, after a course in Do- 
mestic Science at Drexel Institute, anda 
training in the Bryn Mawr Hospital 
from September, 1897, to April, 1899. 
For six years she has been occupied in 
private nursing, and the doctors under 
whom she has worked see her leave the 
practice of her profession at home with 
great regret. But the qualities which 
they are sorry to lose—faithfulness and 
conscientiousness, adaptability, capabil- 
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ity, courage, obedience and untiring 
kindness, with a true interest in medical 
missionary work, are just such qualities 
as Bishop Roots will most gladly wel- 
come in this latest addition to the Han- 
kow medical staff. It is probable that 
after a year’s study of the language in 
Hankow, Miss Ogden will be stationed 
at St. James’s Hospital, Gankin. 


ISS MARGARET ELIZA- 
BETH BENDER, born in 
‘atonsville, Md., and until 
eighteen years of age in a 


Church school in Baltimore, had a 
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year’s experience in a Philadelphia col- 
lege settlement, fitting most harmonious- 
ly into the Settlement household and 
showing a marked devotion to the needs 
of the people. Another year was spent 
nursing in St. Timothy’s Hospital, Rox- 
borough, Philadelphia, and two years 
were passed in training in the City Hos- 
pital, Elmira, N. Y., whence she was 
graduated in 1896. Four and a half 
years were then given to private practice 
in New York City, so that Miss Bender 
goes out to Shanghai with the varied ex- 
periences of the head nurse of a hospital, 
district nurse and private nurse. Miss 
Bender will also go to St. Elizabeth’s. 


FOR A MISSIONARY 


OFFERING 


A SUCCESSFUL ADAPTA- 
TION OF THE PLEDGE 
5Y5,LEM

HE editor tells me that St. 

Paul’s congregation, with offer- 

ings of $323.44 for domestic 

and $233.92 for foreign mis- 

sions, stood second of all the parishes of 

the Diocese of Chicago in gifts to be 

used in meeting the appropriations of 

the Board of Missions. He asks what 

our plan of offerings is, and how we pre- 
pare for taking them. 

Our relatively good showing is chiefly 
due to the method employed. It has 
been the custom in this parish to give 
to the rector the alms offered at the mid- 
day celebration of the Holy Communion 
on the first Sunday of each month, and 
also those on Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas Days. Instead of simply taking 
these offerings and using them as I saw 
fit, I determined to designate them for 
special purposes, still devoting a large 
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number to “the discretion of the clergy.” 
This plan greatly stimulated the interest 
in the different offerings, with the result 
that the special causes received good sup- 
port, and the discretionary moneys were 
larger than before. 

Then I introduced a pledge system for 
the various offerings. A circular with a 
pledge-card enclosed is sent annually 
to every one in the parish, and every one 
is urged to pledge something for each 
of the objects designated. A package of 
envelopes is sent to every one who fills out 
a card. Thus the money comes whether 
or not the person pledging is present at 
the service when the offering is taken. 

The success of the whole thing lies in 
getting people to sign pledges. Other- 


wise practically no one gives unless he > 


happens to be present on the Sunday 
when the offering is made. Our present 
ways of living are so itinerant that many 
people who are glad to give are away 
when the collections are taken. The only 
way to make sure of them is to get them 
to pledge. Hitherto each year when I 
have sent out the pledge-cards I have 
preached a sermon urging systematic 
giving. I have talked about it constant- 
ly in the parish paper, and in the weekly 
leaflet. Foreign and domestic missions are 
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put on the same basis with other offer- 
ings, although I usually preach at least 
one sermon a year on foreign missions. 

Each year the number of those mak- 
ing pledges has steadily increased, and 
in consequence the offerings have in- 
creased also. Last year 180 people filled 
out pledges. It is a reasonable estimate 
that there are 600 others in the congre- 
gation equally able to give. It is a sig- 
nificant fact that for all purposes the 
130 gave twice as much as all the others 
put together. 


DHE INDIVIDUAL APPOR- 
TIONMENT PLAN

Y all means prepare for a mis- 
sionary offering by apportion- 
ing the parish amount to indi- 
viduals. If a rector has the 

confidence of his congregation and uses 
discretion in weighing the factors of 
individual ability and willingness, he 
may do so without fear. For two years 
the plan has been followed in this parish 
with marked success. The people hay2 
recognized in it the logical continuation 
of apportionment to dioceses and to par- 
ishes. They have not objected to it as 
an infringement upon individual lib- 
erty, but rather have welcomed the frank 
suggestion-as to their respective portions 
and have felt a satisfaction in doing 
their proportionate duty. As a result 
each year the parish apportionment has 
been more than met, and I doubt if any 
other plan could meet with as cordial 
approval now. vat 
The following letter, with blanks filled 
and mailed to every person, gave the nec- 
essary explanation and called forth the 
loyal and prompt response: 
_ In mailing this individual appor- 
tionment for missions I do so with 
greater courage than a year ago, 
because of the success which at- 
tended the plan and of the con- 
fidence at that time reposed in me. 
I crave the same co-operation as we 
labor together again solely for 
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Christ and the advancement of His 
Kingdom. 

We are asked for the same 
amount as last year, $160, but, so 
far reported, three dioceses have 
voluntarily increased their appor- 
tionment, and if we as a parish 
could of our own volition increase 
the sum assigned to us we would be 
abreast of the most progressive 
spirit in the Church to-day. 

I have ventured to suggest 
as your portion. It is not 
a tax or assessment, but possibly 
your share of the $160 asked of us, 
and of the $15,600 asked of the dio- 
cese and of the $900,000 required 
to redeem the Church’s sacred 
pledges for the year. If you can 
reasonably do more it will be very 
welcome, but if beyond your ability 
do not hesitate to do less. 2 

The Board has especially re- 
quested that offerings be sent in as 
soon as possible so as to meet the 
necessary appropriations. We 
would be glad to have ours all in 
band by Easter at the latest, but 
will forward them as fast as re- 
ceived, both to strengthen the hands 
of the workers and to give the par- 
ish credit in the monthly reports.

ITINERATING

OSSIBLY some people, recalling 
what wonderful strides Japan 
has made in the last twenty 
years, suppose that mission 

work in this interesting country has 
passed the pioneer stage and reached the 
period when churches are established 
almost everywhere, so that all that is 
now necessary is to build up and perfect 
these churches. Come with me on a 
recent tour over a portion of my field. 
Leaving Nara by train on a Thursday 
about noon, Sakurai, the terminus of the 
railroad, about twelve miles distant, was 
reached in about an hour. From this 
point it was necessary to take a jinriki- 
sha over a very rough, and part of the 
way mountainous, road, the man in the 
shaft being assisted in drawing his load 
by a dog. The distance travelled by 
jinrikisha was also about twelve miles,

This brought us to a village called Ono, 
which is a part of a larger village known 
as Sam bon matsu. We were very kind- 
ly welcomed here by the only Christian 
family in a population of about 4,000 
people. The husband: and father of the 
family is the principal of the village 
school. He has been a Christian for a 
number of years. His wife persecuted © 
him for a long time, but about two years 
ago his kindness to her in the face of her 
cruelty led her to make inquiries con- 
cerning his faith. When once she opened 
her heart to receive instructions, it was 
not long before she was also a believer. 
They have recently built a new house for 
themselves, and although not completed, 
in one of the unfinished rooms we to- 
gether celebrated the Holy Communion. 
A new baby had come sincé‘our last visit, 
and this was baptized, The day had 
(TTT) 
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ended, but in the evening we were ex 
pected to preach in a hall close by. This 
hall was erected by a young men’s club 
about two years ago, and it has been our 
privilege to preach the Gospel in it a 
number of times. The people, as is cus- 
tomary in nearly all country places, as- 
semble very late in the evening, so that 
it was impossible to begin the services 
until it really was the proper time to 
close. Quite a goodly number of young 
people gathered and we had an interest-

In the evening we had a very satisfactory 
meeting. Both the catechist, who was 
with me, and I spoke to the people for 
a time and then we gave them the 
privilege of making inquiries or saying 
whatever might be in their hearts to say. 
There is no better way than this to dis- 
cover what the thoughts of the people 
are. Quite a number availed themselves 
of the opportunity. The next morning 
the two young men came in again and, 
before leaving for our next point, we 
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ing service. After the service we were 
obliged to walk about two miles over a 
rough road to a hotel, and it is perhaps 
best not to give the kour of arrival there, 
or it may seem that we are in the habit 
of keeping late hours. Suffice it to say, 
we were glad for a place to lie down, even 
though it was upon the floor. 

The next day another jinrikisha ride 
of about five miles brought us to 
Haibara, a town. of some 3,000 people. 
Here are two young Christian school- 
teachers who are becoming the centre of 
a very interesting work. We were not 
in our hotel very long before they came. 


celebrated the Holy Communion in our 
room in the hotel. Another jinrikisha 
ride of nearly seven miles brought us to 
Matsuyama. Here a faithful catechist 
is laboring earnestly in an extensive field. 
We had a preaching service in the even- 
ing. It was very well attended and much 
interest was manifested. After the service , 
was over, some time was given to the peo- 
ple who chose to remain, sitting with 
them on the floor around the hibachi— 
fireboxes. On Sunday morning, we had 
morning prayer, a sermon, and the Holy 
Communion.

pects are excellent for a large increase 
in the near future. After luncheon we 
again took to the jinrikisha and after 
a ride of eight miles down the mountain 
we reached Sakurai, where another lit- 
tle company of Christians was waiting 
for us. 
elderly woman whom I had not seen there 
before. I soon learned that she was here 
on a business trip and that she had been 
baptized by me about twenty-seven years 
ago, far up in the country, at least 300 
miles distant. After preaching to this 
little band we celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion. 

One of our greatest needs in all of 
these places is rooms better adapted for 
our worship. We ought to have a neat lit- 
tle chapel in each of these towns, and we 
could erect buildings that would be very 
well suited to our needs for $500 each. 
In the absence of these, and where we 
must use the Japanese houses, we ought 
by all means to have them fitted up so 
that they have somewhat of the appear- 
ance of places of worship. In one place 
where we have succeeded in getting a 
room fitted up so that it looks different 
from a common Japanese room and has 
some suggestions of worship in it, 
though not what it ought to be, the lead- 
ing Christian said when he came into

the room for the first service: “This 
gives me a different heart from what I 
have had before.” By this he meant 
that he now felt as if he really were in a 
place of worship and had a worshipful 
heart. The fitting up of these rooms 
costs $40 or $50. I never return from 
these tours without having a deeper con- 
viction of the great need of more aggres- 
sive work and of what God stands ready 
to do if the Church sends forth her mes- 
sengers.

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SOMEWHAT ABOUT NATIVE METHODS OF MEDI- 
CAL PRACTICE IN CHINA, AND A COMPARISON 


BY W..H. JEFFE 


T is a fact well known to medical 
men, that scientific medicine has 
derived a few of its most useful 
agents from those whom we are in 

the habit of calling primitive races. 
Quinine, calabar bean, opium, cocaine 
and several other of our trusted drugs 
were received, so to speak, out of the 
very hands of peoples less civilized than 
ourselves and having passed through our 
laboratories have taken their place in the 
larger practice. It is altogether natural, 
then, that those of us who have chosen 
to devote ourselves to the planting of 
scientific medicine in China, and stand 
on the firing line of her progress, should 
look with keenest interest to the native 
practice of the land for something of 
worth in the treatment of disease, which 
may pass through our hands into the ser- 
vice of the world at large. This has 
been the hobby of many a medical mis- 
sionary. It has proved a fascinating | 
study, but in China, alas! a comparative- 
ly profitless one. It is a disappoint- 
ment to us to be compelled to report that 
the splendid race of men which, even in 
a material way, has given to the world 
gunpowder, the printing press, the mar- 
iner’s compass and other priceless treas- 
ures, has, up to the present time, af- 
forded us nothing in the treatment of 
disease which is not already in better 
form in the hands of our profession. It 
is true, for instance, that the Chinese 
innoculate against small-pox, that is, 
they innoculate the mucous membrane of

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the nose of a child with the dread virus 
itself, in order to produce the disease, 
amall-pox, in the child, because they be- 
lieve the disease is apt to take on a 
milder form if thus induced. They 
argue that as he will surely have the 
disease some time, he had better have it 
in early childhood and get done with it. 
But there is no comparison between this 
and the cleanly vaccination with cow- 
pox to prevent the greater evil. Netek 
say, the study of the medicine of China 
has its fascination, as well as its applica- 
tion to the question of medical missions 
there, and I have therefore thought to 
speak to you briefly concerning the 
native methods of medical practice in 
China. 

I allude, of course, to the old empir- 
ical practice of the land—a practice 
which finds its origin away back in the 
beginnings of history, which is crowned 
with the honorable gray hairs of cen- 
turies of work, which has the faith of the 
nation which it serves. Let me then make 
two things plain to you at the outset. 
First, that I bear no manner of grudge 
against that practice. To the best of its 
ability it has served the Chinese people 
for centuries and cared for their sick. 
For the fact that the best has been a 
poor best, the poverty of the Chinese, 
their seclusion and the lovelessness of 
their religious faith will win our for- 
giveness. Of those to whom so little is 
given, little must be required. Second- 
ly, you will note, that, if we are to speak 
fairly and in a truly scientific spirit of 
the medicine of China, we must speak of 
the purest of its practice and not con- 
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fuse the regular practitioner with the 
man who sells dried horrors on the side- 
walk. It is probably true that there is 
not a native doctor of the old school who 
does not time and again resort to 
charms, talismans, fake and quackery, 
and it is certainly a fact that the whole 
practice is fairly swamped in a mire 
of superstition such as the world has 
rarely, if ever, seen before. Yet, I main- 
tain that, strictly speaking, it is no more 
fair to include these things in a discus- 
sion of the Chinese practice of medi- 
cine than it would be if, in speaking of 
our practice, they should include the ir- 
regular practices of Christian Science or 
of hydropathy, or any other kind of 
diluted science or if, in speaking of our 
religious faith, they should include Mor- 
monism or Dowieism or any other kind 
of refined humbug. That some doctors 
in China use the fortune teller’s disk 
does not make the disk a medical in- 
strument, any more than the fact that 
some of our benighted legislatures call 
certain fads systems of medicine, will 
make the wiggling of bones cure brain 
abscess or appendicitis. 


The Great Dragon Festival 


In the fourth Chinese moon, that is, 
toward the end of May, the nation cele- 
brates its greatest calendar feast, the 
Dragon Festival—the dragon being the 
national beast (perhaps one should say 
reptile) and the beast of good omen, In 
the larger cities this feast is usually cel- 
ebrated by a huge procession upon which 
is expended a vast amount of funds and 
trouble. The procession is divided into 
five parts, and each part is in honor of, 
and led by, a deity, and finished off by a 
long dragon. These five deities are the 
personification or spiritualization of the 
five natural elements, Kyuwng—metal, 
Mok—wood, Sz—water, T’oo—earth, and 
Hoo—fire. As they are the five ele- 
ments of Chinese nature, so they go to 
the complete make up of the human 
body, its chemistry and its physiology. 
Health—that is a proper balance of the 
five elements. Disease—that is an 
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improper balance. ‘loo much fire—that 
is fever. It takes a great deal of water 
to cool it down. ‘Too much water—that 
is dropsy, and it takes a whole lot of 
earth or fire to do away with that. This 
is pathology in a nutshell. 

It is ordinarily supposed that the Chi- 
nese have no idea of anatomy because 
they do not dissect the human body. 
But they do know pretty well where the 
larger organs lie. They know that the 
heart is here, and the lungs are here; 
that the stomach is there and the liver 
there. It is true that they have over- 
looked the very existence of so impor- 
tant an organ as the pancreas, and that 
their knowledge of histology is strictly 
limited to the future, yet they cannot 
be said to know nothing of anatomy. It 
is rather in the relationship and func- 
tion of the organs that they seem to 
have gone hopelessly astray. The heart 
thinks; the liver is the seat of the soul, 
and has nothing whatever to do with 
digestion; courage resides in the gall- 
bladder and so it comes about that bile 
is the medicine to sustain the faint- 
hearted. To this end there is no com- 
parison between the bile of a tiger or of 
a brave, but executed, robber and the 
bile of a mere baa-lamb. The spleen 
aids in digestion ‘and food passes 
through it into the stomach. The large 
intestines are connected with the lungs, 
the small with the heart. Tendon and 
nerve have the very same name, kyung. 
And this is the basis on which the Chi- 
nese does his therapy. 


How to Become a Physician in China 


To become a physician a Chinaman 
states to his friends and neighbors, “I 
am a physician.” This is the limit of 
required preparation. His diploma is the 
more or less handsome _ sign-board 
which announces his determination to 
the neighborhood. It is a fine start for 
a man if his father was a physician be- 
fore him not, however, because of sup- 
posed inherited professional gifts, unless 
his father’s prescribing manual be con- 
sidered in this class; and as for a grand- 
father and two books of prescriptions,

that is unspeakable riches, if not wis- 
dom. 

Ethics! As far as I can make out, 
there are two points in Chinese med- 
ical ethics. First, never do any earthly 
thing for anybody unless there is money 
in it, and make your deal in advance. 
This gentle custom puts charitable 
works utterly beyond the pale of com- 
mon sense. Second, if by any lucky 
chance you should discover, or make 
folks think it, a professional secret of 
value; as you long for the worship of your 
children’s children, keep that precious 
secret hidden in the very deepest re- 
cesses of, I suppose I should say, your 
liver, lest some other human being than 
yourself should make money out of it. 
Then, as the old physician draws near 
to his appointed time, he will call to 
him his eldest son and, in all the solem- 
nity of the hour, reveal to him alone the 
treasured secrets of his life. In case, 
however, he should be so unkind as to 
depart this life without due notice and 
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without having performed this last great 
duty, it will not really affect the ques- 
tion materially, for the son will claim to 
know the secrets just the same. 


How a Chinese Physician Treats 
His Patients 


When the doctor receives his patient 
he places him opposite his august self 
at the table and begins and ends by feel- 
ing his various pulses, two at a time, 
for these alone are sufficient to reveal to 
him the entire internal situation. A 
strong pulse—that means this organ is 
so;-a weak pulse—that organ is thus; 
a middling-sized pulse—well, that 
means something still different. He 
may ask a question or two to pass the 
time of day. It does not matter much, 
for what he cannot tell from the pulses 
is beneath any mortal use. And then he 
writes his prescription, and then he col- 
lects his fee, if he has not already at- 
tended to that little formality, as he 
probably has. 


A Typical Chinese Prescription 


My assistant, at my behest, went once 
last winter to consult a native practi- 
tioner for a severe cough and allowed 
himself to be prescribed for. Here is 
the actual prescription on paper and 
also as put up by a Chinese pharmacy. 
It gives the patient’s name, then the 
diagnosis of the trouble. This is fol- 
lowed by a statement of the condition 
of the pulses on which the diagnosis was 
made. Finally it calls for the thirteen 
drugs which I have put into these thir- 
teen foreign bottles, partly for conven- 
ience, but chiefly in order that I might 
live in the same house with them, and 
other Chinese drugs. They should each 
be wrapped in a separate white paper 
and then all together in a red_ sheet. 
The thirteen drugs are as follows: 


Baked barley, Chalk, 
Sugar, Melon seeds, 
Mashed beans, Mashed and fermented 
Bamboo shavings, melon seeds, 
A root, A mashed pebble, 
Another root, Some wild flowers, 

A broken clam shell. 


Still another root, 
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The preseription calls for the boiling 
together of these ingredients in a large 
quantity of water and for the whole to 
be taken rapidly at one dose. That for 
a cough! It does seem as if the doctor 
must hit the mark somehow, with so 
many shot in his gun. 

Other drugs in common use are cock- 
roaches, fossils, rhinocerous skin, shav- 
ings, silk-worms, crude calomel, human 
secretions, rhubarb, asbestos, moths, 
oyster shells, maggots, centipedes, cater- 


pillars, toads, lizzards and _ cicada 
shells. Just why cicada shells should 
be the great nervous sedative of 


China it is not easy to see. It is true 
that their ideas of music are not the 
same as ours, but, have you ever heard 
a chain gang of cicade get really 
down to solid work on a hot summer 
night? And the shells are the weapons 
with which they do it all. In most of 
their animal drugs the Chinese are 
strictly homeopathic in aim, barring 
dosage, as when they give tiger’s bones 
as a tonic in debility, because the tiger 
is such a strong animal; but this cicada 
business seems to work on strictly allo- 
pathic lines. 

As Dr. Williams says, “anything in- 
deed that is thoroughly disgusting in 
the three kingdoms of nature, is consid- 
ered good for medicinal use,” and the 
worst of it all is, they do not just take 
medicine as we do, they literally and 
truly “eat” it, so large is the size of the 
average dose. The word for this func- 
tion in China is Chuh, to eat. I have 
a Chinese pill, a tonic for the weak, and 
it measures an inch across and weighs 
half an ounce. Here are smaller ones 
for bronchitis. The dose is about one 
hundred and fifty pills. Here is the 
dragon-festival powder, of which the 
_ average dose is two tablespoonsful to a 

man, at the feast, to keep off evil spirits, 
which is of course considered a distinct 
disease by the Chinese. 

Such is the ne k’oo, the internal med- 
icine of China. 

Chinese hygiene is almost unspeak- 
able. It is said that one smells China a 
hundred miles out to sea. A fellow mis-

sionary used to send outside of the city 
gate of Wusih every day to get his 
drinking water where it was supposed to 
be a bit less terrible than near his house, 
the natural place for a native to take 
it from. J happened one morning to-be 
passing through the gate and took a 
photograph of the crystal stream. There 
was a huge dead dog in the centre of the 
picture. Now, my friend probably gets 
his water from some other spot, but it 
is a matter of mere sentiment after all, 
for, aside from the idea involved, it is 
not probable that he has improved his 
condition a whit. If it is not dog, it is 
something worse. The facts that the na- 
tion lives out of doors, that it does not 
drink milk at all and never drinks cold 
water, are probably responsible for its 
being “still about.”

The Treatment of ‘‘Outside’’ Diseases 


Surgery, nyu-k’vo, or external medi- 
cine, is represented by several proced- 
ures, operative and otherwise. Such a 
poultice as half a raw chicken is com- 
mon, and nearly every patient that comes 
to us has one of the large gummy opium 
plasters on some carefully selected spot. 
These latter have probably the sugges- 
tion of therapeutic value. A_ set of 
surgical knives is represented in one of 
the photographs. They are, how- 
ever, never used to cut, but merely 
to dig and gouge. Practically they are 
chiropody instruments. Why do they 
not cut with them? Simply because they 
cannot control hemorrhage. Our pa- 
tients do not, except when they come di- 
rectly from some foreign hong, show 
that they have even the knowledge of 
the stick and handkerchief tourniquet. 
They usually stuff the wound with to- 
bacco, earth, or a filthy rag. If a mem- 
ber is all but removed by accident, the 
Chinese have been known to assist mild- 
ly in severing the last link. 


The Deadly Acupuncture Needle 


The surgical instrument best known 
to the Chinese is the deadly acupunc- 
ture needle, and I say “deadly” with the 
full weight of the word. It is used to 
produce counter irritation, and there 
are one hundred spots known to the 
surgeon into which it may be stuck 
without resulting in immediate death. 
The muscles are the favorite choice, but 
I have seen the result of these filthy 
needles having been passed into hernial 
sacks, and I have had two patients come 
to us for treatment for general infec- 
tion of the eye which was caused by 
these needles having been passed clean 
(or rather dirty) through the eyeball 
in the treatment of trachoma. It is 
needless to say there resulted all that 
could be desired in the way of a hand- 
some counter irritation and that the 
total loss of the eye in each case was the 
end thereof. For this, however, the 
Chinese surgeon did not take the blame, 
because the patient could still see a lit- 
tle two days after the operation. 


“Freely Ye Have Received !” 


Abscesses are treated by the needles, 
but if, by any chance, anything threat- 
ens to leak out of the abscess through 
the puncture hole, the surgeon imme- 
diately slaps on a large plaster to stick 
it up tight. 

Time fails to tell of all the marvels! 
How they make incisor teeth and tie 
them to the adjacent eye teeth by means 
of cat-gut; how they operate for en- 
tropion by pinching the eyelid between 
two bamboo sticks and binding them 
tight with thread till the skin becomes 
gangrenous and finally drops off, a pro- 
cedure which may help matters some- 
what, but which is horribly painful, and 
often results in inability to close 
the eyelid; how they use a set of sharp 
and filthy instruments to remove wax 
from the ears, and by scratching or punc- 
turing the drumhead brings about half 
the worst ear disease of China. 

Such is the old empirical practice of 
China. Have I treated the subject 
triflingly? The laughable side of Chi- 
nese medicine begins with the quackery 
and superstition which I have not 
even touched upon. In them there lies 
a wealth of the bizarre, such as would 
make the foregoing read like Baxter’s 
Saints’ Rest. I asked a Chinese once 
whether this was a strictly fair picture 
of the medicine of China. The answer 
was, “Perfectly so, so far as I know, ex- 
cept that in the province I come from, 
we do not have things quite so nice. In 
fact some of these instruments, our 
surgeons do not know yet.” Fortunate- 
ly, I thought in my heart. No, this is 
the serious part! This, of which I have 
told you, is the deadly earnest part, and 
though you have found somewhat to 
smile at as you have listened, under-. 
neath my words you must have heard 
a terrible cry for help: Women in . 
the agonies of impossible labor, the 
insane chained or in cages, blind 
girls sold into the hell of Chinese’ 
slavery, blind men standing on the 
streets who, when they hear the click of 
the foreigner’s heel on the pavement, 
still cry aloud “Master, Master, have 
pity!” .

Scientific Medicine in Japan 


Sixty years or so ago, the very name 
of scientific medicine was practically 
unknown in the Empire of Japan. They 
too used some form of this old em- 
pirical. practice and I understand that 
they derived it in measure from China. 
Then scientific medicine was offered 
them as a substitute for the old, and 
was largely introduced by medical mis- 
sionaries not only into civil practice, 
but especially into both the army and 
navy. Was it worth the trouble? It de- 
pends, does it not, on what we think of 
scientific medicine, the practice to 
which truth is all in all, which has a 
code of ethics making it a professional 
crime for a man who knows anything 
worth the knowing to hide it from the 
world’s free service, the practice which 
studies its anatomy with a one-twelfth 
power oil immersion lens, which in- 
vented vaccination, diphtheria antitoxin, 
and the innoculation to prevent hydro- 
phobia; which invented X-rays, anzs- 
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thesia and asepsis by means of which, 
even in the heart of China, we remove 
tumors larger and heavier than our pa- 
tients’ bodies, and the patients live back 
into health; the practice of Osler, of 
Halstead and of Kelly, and of the hos- 
pital of Johns Hopkins University. 
You who live in the centre of the 
great light, I need not tell you what 


it is. Was it worth while to give 
it to the Japanese? The American 


Church and her missionaries thought so, 
and the Japanese think so too, and to- 
day the old practice is against the law 
of the land, and I doubt if one could 
find it even in the Hokkaido. Was it 
worth while? We are sending envoys 
out to Manchuria to learn how the Jap- 
anese army and navy medical corps do 
their work so excellently.* 


China Sixty Years After 


And how about China? There are al- 
ready 250 or more mission hospitals and

dispensaries, over 300 foreign physi- 
cians, some 5,000 trained native assist- 
ants, and we treat over 2,000,000 pa- 
tients a year. I know a native in Wusih, 
practising good _ scientific medicine, 
charging small fees and making $5,000 
a year. Last winter, in St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Shanghai, in my surgical wards, 
several months went by without our hav- 
ing an empty bed over night. 

Sixty years from now, if we do our 
duty, we shall look for the old empirical 
practice inJthe Chinese empire, and 
shall not find it with a Lick telescope. 
What Can be Done for the Army 

- of China’s Blind 


The day of argument for medical mis- 
sions is in truth past and gone, and 
those who do not believe in them simply 
do not know. Yet, in the comparison of 
these medical methods, the old and the 
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new, every reasonable man must surely 
find good ground for the renewing of his 
faith. There is in it no appeal to the 
emotions. Yet, if I could, I would take 
you men into the wards of St. Luke’s 
Hospital for a time. Every little while 
there comes into the hospital a man 
with, let us say, cataract. He is blind, 
has been blind for from five to twenty 
years, and there is no more agonizing 
blindness than that of the man who used 
to see. He is admitted, and after due 
preparation, under cocaine and_ by 
means of the most delicate and most 
beautiful operation in all surgery, we re- 
move the cataract. Within the space of 
ten minutes he looks up into our faces 
and says “Z’ong-ka, ngoo k’oen tuh 
kyien kuh!” (Master, I can see!) And 
a month later he is sitting in our office 
reading the newspaper. This as a mat- 
ter of the emotions, but there lies in 
these common incidents of hospital life 
a warrant for medical missions in the 
white light of which all fine financial 
calculations and every scientific discus- 
sion inevitably shrivel up, as mere words 
in the presence of works, as dead things 
give place to the living. There waits in 
China to-day an army of 100,000 blind, 
perfectly curable men, women and chil- 
dren, and there they remain, day by day, 
year by year, in their unending night, 
waiting, waiting, waiting. 

And bound up with this question is 
that larger one, yet like it. Is it worth 
while to present our faith to the Chinese 
people? Here again it is a question of 
what we think of it, of our faith. Is our 
great Ideal of human life worth giving 
to the Chinese? Each must settle that 
question for himself. The Church, of 
course, has taken her stand. It will take 
longer than to give them scientific med- 
icine, but then the goal is in the stars. 
Tt has taken 1,600 years to make Eng- 
land half Christian, and it may take as 
long in China, but even so, when we call 
to mind many a Christian home in 
China and compare it with its heathen 
neighbor, when wé compare the worship 
of the joss house with the worship of the 
Holy Trinity, when we but think of the 
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‘a stone blind man. 
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character of Jesus Christ, even the Man, 
we missionaries have no doubt that it 
is unspeakably worth while, as worth 
while as the work of St. Paul in Rome, 
of Augustine in England, as worth while 
as anything in the world that a man can 
give his life to. But you say we mis- 
sionaries are enthusiasts. Well, so be 
it! I, for one, plead guilty. But I tell 
you that, down on the bed rock, it is not 
a question of enthusiasm, it is a ques- 
tion of what each in his heart really 
thinks about The Man. 


What $8.50 Will Do 


I have already said of the Chinese 
people, with regard to their medicine, 
that of those to whom little has been 
given, little will be required. The 
same is true of their faith. But to 
you, men of Baltimore, I would say, 
to you who live in the very centre 
of the land of promise, in your 
midst is the heart of the practice whose 
central love is “Truth,” around you, on 
every side, is the Faith whose central 
truth is “Love.” It is a living, burn- 
ing truth that to you “to whom much 
has been given, of you shall much be re- 
quired.” There is no possible escape 
from the responsibilities of God’s cir- 
cumstances. Of you it will certainly be 
asked, “Where are” not the one, but “the 
ten talents?’ You had in abundance, 
and they were in want, and you gave it 
freely; or else, you did not. “I, Christ, 
was blind and ye visited me,” or else, “ye 
did not.” 

The other day, a mission Sunday- 
school class sent us $8.50 for St. Luke’s 
Hospital, Shanghai, and in acknowledg- 
ing it I told them that with that sum I 
would, God willing, restore the sight of 
Eight dollars and 
fifty cents is not a great deal of money, 
but from some tiny children whose 
love reached away out into China it 
is a fortune of love. Really this 
country of ours is beginning to give! 
And I look forward with faith to 
the time when she will have taught to 
the world the imperial lesson of giving

THE MISSION STAFF AT FAIRBANKS 
BATTLES WITH A FLOOD 
BY ARCHDEACON STUCK 


URING the last day of June 
and the first week of July, 
the town of Fairbanks was 
visited by a disastrous flood, 

which did great damage to the com- 
munity, and, for a while, threatened the 
existence of a great part of the town. 
Heavy rains on the upper river, popu- 
larly supposed to have resulted from the 
vast forest fires which had been raging, 
set the river rapidly rising. On June 
30th, a log boom broke, and 250,000 feet 
of saw logs were set adrift on the swift 
current. Coming against the upper 
bridge, the logs bore it away bodily, and 
with the great timbers of the bridge 
added to the logs and drift, the whole 
mass was hurled upon the lower bridge. 
The bridge held, unfortunately for Fair- 
banks; for a jam was formed which 
raised the level of the water and gave 
tremendous force to the current around 
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the edge, which began to eat away the 
bank. In a little while nearly one hun- 
dred feet of Front Street were washed 
away, despite the strenuous efforts of the 
town to tear away the bridge and break 
the jam, and the water was up to the 
sidewalks where there had been a broad 
roadway. Then dynamite was employed 
to break up the piers of the bridge, and a 
powerful steamer was used to drag away 
the fragments as the explosions loosened 
them. All night was spent in this task, 
and at last the jam was broken, and the 
river cleared, but not before a large 
new wharf and warehouse on the water 
front had collapsed, and all the other 
wharves had been badly injured. Mean- 
while the hurried efforts put forth to 
save what remained of Front Street were 
successful. Gangs of men filled sand 
bags and felled every tree along the 
river, and the trees and the sand bags

were hurled into the gaping hole which 
the current still excavated. 

The town thought the worst was over. 
But the river continued to rise until on 
July 5th it was level with its banks, and 
a good deal of the lower part of the city 
was inundated. Street after street be- 
came uninhabitable, and many who had 
stayed too long in their cabins were re- 
moved by boats. The water still rose, 
and it became evident that even the 
higher parts of the city were in dan- 
ger, especially along the water front.

We began the construction of dykes in 
front of St. Matthew’s Church and hos- 
pital, continuing a line from the busi- 
ness section, and for a day and a night 
it was necessary to build higher and 
higher, as the water still rose. On the 
night of July 6th, after all day with a 
spade, I took charge of our line of de- 
fenee until 4 a.m., and then Mr. Huhn 
got up and took charge. The water was 
at least a foot above the floor level of 
the hospital and the church, held by a 
mud wall that only had an inch or two

to spare, when a miserable little stern- 
wheel steamer of our mosquito fleet 
sloshed and snorted her way up stream at 
full speed, and would not keep to the 
far bank, although we shouted to her. 
Her waves broke our dam, and lasting 
long after she had passed, they over- 
flowed in more places than we could rush 
to with spade and shovel. At last a 
great chunk of the dyke gave way, and 
the water poured in, growing in force 
every minute, sweeping round the church 


under control again. Then I went to 
bed and Mr. Huhn took charge and the 
next day the river fell. 

There was never any danger to life, 
because there were enough steamers tied 
up to the bank to take the whole popu- 
lation away if necessary, but it would 
have been a great discomfort and loss 
to the hospital especially had the waters 
come all over the ground floor. It was 
estimated that seven hundred people 
were driven out of their homes. The

until it was an island and flowing like a 
mill race. The break seemed past our 
mending and we stopped our frantic 
efforts and gazed in despair at its ever- 
growing destruction. Then an old miner 
came along, and he told us that if we 
would get him some poles and some moss 
and some old sacking, he thought he 
could mend the break. We hurried right 
and left and impounded things wherever 
we could find them; moss being for- 
tunately at hand from a cabin that was 
being chinked. The poles he pegged 
down parallel, and inch by inch he put 
the sacking and the moss between and 
gained surely on the break, until it was 


city lost both its new bridges and it 
will cost $20,000 to replace what was 
washed away of Front Street. All the 
bridges of the new railway line from 
Chena (the head of low-water naviga- 
tion, eight miles away) to Fairbanks 
were carried out, and one sawmill was 
entirely destroyed, besides many cabins 
that floated off. Perhaps the hardest loss 
to bear was the loss of the half million. 
feet of saw logs, in all, that broke from 
their booms and were carried down the 
river. The loggers, whose property they 
yet were, had worked all the winter to 
get out their logs, and many a man saw 
a year’s work wiped out. 


The Department Conferences on Missions 


The enterprise for which Fairbanks 
is noted showed itself soon after the 
recession of the waters. Two new 
bridges have been built, gangs of men 
are working on the piling of Front 
Street, the warehouse is rebuilt, the rail-

road has come into the town, and almost 
all signs of destruction are removed. As 
one of the city council said, “It takes 
more than a little water to give this town 
a black eye.” But it was interesting 
while it lasted. 


THE DEPARTMENT CONFERENCES 
ON MISSIONS 


OME inquiries have been received 
with regard to the time and 
place of the Missionary Coun- 
cil. There is to be no Mission- 

ary Council this year. The new mis- 
sionary canon adopted by the General 
Convention in Boston last October 
makes no provision for such a gathering. 
What then, it will be asked, is to take 
the place of a meeting whose increasing 
usefulness has been demonstrated dur- 
ing the past five years? It might be 
said that it was this very demonstrated 
usefulness of the Missionary Council 
that led the General Convention to dis- 
continue it. People in different parts of 
the country at a distance from the coun- 
cil’s place of meeting often desired to 
share its benefits, but were prevented 
from doing so by the great distances to 
be travelled. The General Convention 
decided to try the plan of what might 
be called sectional missionary councils. 
The country has been divided into eight 
missionary departments which are 
shown on the accompanying map. 

It is proposed that in each depart- 
ment an annual conference on missions 
should be held, similar in general char- 
acter to the old Missionary Council. 
That is to say, emphasis will be laid 
upon the educational value of the occa- 
sion, rather than its legislative respon- 
sibilities. Each conference will offer an 
opportunity for acquiring information 
about different mission fields, for dis- 
cussing various plans for the doing of 
missionary work in the field and for de- 
veloping support for that work in the 


home parish. Moreover, each conference 
will give the Board of Missions an op- 
portunity for placing before the Church 
in the department its plans for the year, 
and of inviting from the department con- 
ferences suggestions which may tend to 
the improvement of such plans. 

The comparatively limited area cov- 
ered by each conference will make prac- 
ticable the presence of many clergymen 
and laymen who could never attend the 
Missionary Council. It is expected that 
the aggregate attendance upon the con- 
ferences to be held this autumn will far 
exceed the attendance upon the Wash- 
ington Missionary Council of 1903. 

Arrangements now under way provide 
for the holding of the following confer- 
ences during the autumn and spring: 


Department III., Nashville, Tenn., November 1-3. 

Department IV., Atlanta, Ga., November 7-9. 

Department VI., Denver, Col., October 18-20. 

Department VII., Seattle, Wash., at a date in 
the spring to be fixed later. 

Department VIII., Waco, Tex., November 21-23. 


It is expected that a conference wiil 
be held for Department I. some time in 
November, but the details have not yet 
been completed. 

In Department V. it has been decided 
to hold a conference of the Laymen’s 
Forward Movement, in Chicago, October 
29th to 31st, instead of attempting a gen- 
eral department conference this autumn. 

In Department II. it is hoped to make 
special arrangements for a number of 
local conferences during the winter and 
spring.

church and recently signalized the anni- 
versary of its organization by raising 
more than $700.

THE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 
SEPTEMBER 19th, 1905 


HE Board of Missions met at the 
Church Missions House on 
Tuesday, September 19th. In 
the absence of the President 

and Vice-President, the Bishop of New 
Jersey was called to the chair. There 
were present of the elected members: 
The Bishops of New Jersey, Nebraska, 
Rhode Island, Long Island and Newark; 
the Rev. Drs. Eccleston, Anstice, Alsop, 
Perry, Parks and Storrs; and Messrs. 
Mills, Ryerson, Thomas, Goodwin, Mans- 
field, and Capt. Mahan, and Messrs. 
Gardner, Butler, King and Morris. 

The Treasurer made report to the 
Board that the contributions for the fis- 
cal year ended August 31st, together 
with other available receipts, had met all 
the appropriations for the year and left 
a small balance, so that the amount of 
the deficiency was hardly as large as that 
of last year at the same time. 

The deficiency spoken of has been tem- 
porarily covered by the reserve deposits 
set aside a number of years ago by the 
Board of Managers from legacies and 
other sources to meet payments during 
the early months of the year when the 
contributions are few, and to be returned 
before the close of the fiscal year when 
possible, together with one gift for the 
like purpose made last year, so that the 
Society is not in debt. It is of the first 
importance, however, that these reserve 
deposits should be restored at the earliest 
practicable moment. The Treasurer also 
gave the information that the rentals of 
the Church Missions House, in addition 
to providing ample free quarters for the 
Society, had paid off all arrearages of 
past years caused by the cost of finishing, 
and alterations for tenants, etc., etc., and 
had produced a surplus the past year of 
$3,000, which, as was the original inten- 
tion when subscriptions were secured for 
the building, was applied to the reduction 
of central expenses. 

The following resolution was adopted: 
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Resolved: That this Board heart- 
ily thanks its Treasurer, Mr. 
George C. Thomas, for his efficient 
work whereby in a large measure 
the Society has been able during 
the fiscal year just closed to meet 
its appropriations out of its re- 
ceipts and show a balance in its 
treasury. 


Mr. Thomas furthermore reported that 
he had become the Treasurer of the 
American Church Missionary Society. 

A large number of bishops having mis- 
sionary work under their jurisdiction 
wrote to the Board about appointments. 
missionary stations, etc., several sending 
accounting of their disbursements of the 
appropriation for the last fiscal year. The 
Board was able to meet favorably the 
requests of these bishops. Under the 
Woman’s Auxiliary United Offering sev- 
eral women were re-employed to do mis- 
sionary work. Miss Mary Winborne was 
employed at the request of the Bishop of 
East Carolina, and six laymen were em- 
ployed at the request of the Bishop of 
Arkansas. 

Many letters were before the Board 
from the bishops in the new possessions. 
The Board congratulated Bishop Res- 
tarick upon his success in acquiring the 
Armstrong property in Honolulu for the 
use of the Church, and expressed its ap- 
preciation of the personal endeavor he 
had made to secure the necessary funds 
without asking the Board to make any 
appropriation. A resolution was adopted 
approving of the bishop’s plan for the 
enlargement and repair of St. Andrew’s 
Priory, the mission school for girls in 
Honolulu. In view of the important part 
played by that institution in the past, the 
bishop hopes that through the aid of the 
Church he may speedily be able to bring 
the undertaking to a successful conclu- 
sion. The bishop having informed the 
Board that, under his authority, the Rev. 
Kong Yin Tet, rector of St. Peter’s 
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Chureh for Chinese in Honolulu, has 
come to this country to present the work 
among his fellow-countrymen in the isl- 
ands, the Board expressed the hope that 
those who could would give aid, in re- 
sponse to Mr. Kong’s appeal. Bishop 
Restarick having enlarged upon the op- 
portunity for undertaking work among 
the 8,000 or more Korean immigrants in 
the Hawaiian Islands, it was 


Resolved; That the Board of Mis- 
sions expresses its interest and 
trusts that the bishop may be able 
to find the money necessary for the 
work. 


A Christian minister, an acquaintance 
of the bishop’s, having seen St. Eliza- 
beth’s School, said to him that if his 
work showed nothing but that he would 
eall it successful. 

Appropriation was made to the Brazil 
Mission for the present fiscal year to re- 
place the tentative appropriation made in 
May, in the amount of $27,450, and the 
missionaries as to pay and allowances 
were put upon the same basis as those in 
China and Japan. 

Letters were received from all the bish- 
ops in the foreign field. Miss Lucy 
Graves, who was graduated last spring at 
Kemper Hall, Kenosha, Wis., is to assist 
Miss Dodson in teaching in St. Mary’s 
Hall, Shanghai. 

By the sudden appreciation of land in 
Wuhu, where a foreign concession has 
been set off adjoining the Society’s prop- 
erty, real estate has become exceedingly 
valuable. The missionaries have been 
able to sell off the dirt for grading pur- 
poses from one of our knolls for about 
$5,000 gold, leaving the property more 
valuable than it was before. This money 
will be used, with the approval of the 
Board of Missions, for completing the 
buildings at the station, and for acquir- 
ing land and building a residence for a 
missionary at Shasi. 

On a recent visitation of Maryland 
County, Liberia, the Bishop of Cape Pal- 
mas held interesting services at several 
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points, where thirty-seven were baptized 
and 128 confirmed. 

The Rey. R. C. Cooper of Bassa re- 
ports that a few of the congregation of 
St. John’s Church, Lower Buchanan, 
have undertaken to start a day-school in 
connection with the chapel, and the bish- 
op has appointed a teacher whom they 
will support for two years. There were 
reported at this meeting offerings from 
the African congregations which aggre- 


gated $1,314.17, and it was stated that 


the congregation of Trinity Church, 
Monrovia, re-erecting their church 
building, have so far expended upon it 
$3,500 in all. 

It was reported from Haiti that the 
Rev. Pierre E. Jones and the Rev. 
Charles E. Benedict, Alumni of the Phil- 
adelphia Divinity-school, were each send- 
ing a son to this country at this time for 
education. Edouard Jones has gone to 
St. Stephen’s College, Annandale, and 
young Mr. Benedict is to enter the Phil- 
adelphia Divinity-school. 

The Apportionment upon the several 
dioceses and missionary districts for the 
fiscal year 1905-6 was made upon the basis 


_adopted last year, namely, the average 


gross receipts of the dioceses for the pre- 
ceding five years. 

Besides this, the Board looks for 
$100,000 from the Woman’s Auxiliary to 
apply upon appropriations, and $125,000 
from the Sunday-school Auxiliary.

HEN making his spring vis- 

itations Bishop Roots made 

a point of stirring up the 

Christians at the different 

stations to take more interest in the 
work of the Auxiliary, and he also dis- 
tributed mite-chests among them. In 
April the foreign ladies met to plan the 
annual meeting, and also held a prepara- 
tory meeting with the Bible-women and 
wives of the Chinese clergy. The native 
clergy wives and the women of the Bible 
Training-school, with Mrs. Roots and 
Mrs. Littell, were made the committee of 
entertainment. Notices were sent to all 
the stations, and they were urged to send 
at least one delegate, whose expenses 
were to be provided for. If one woman 
could not with propriety travel alone, the 


expenses of two would be paid. Each 
branch in the district was to put by a 
small sum for this purpose. All the 
women were asked to pray for God’s 
blessing on the meeting and to-do their 
utmost to make it a success. Hight 
o’clock on the morning of May 18th saw 
the entertainment committee hurrying 
about in their best clothes and with roses 
in their glossy black hair. Both the 
men’s and women’s guest-rooms were 
thrown open, and the women came singly 
and in groups, with babies and without, 
up to eleven o’clock, when we all entered 
the cathedral for the Communion ser- 
vice. This was taken by our bishop, the 
Rev. Mr. Wang assisting, Mr. Wood and 
Mr. Littell being present in the chancel, 
and the boys of the choir school sang. 
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Seventy-eight women received the Holy 
Communion, and one could not fail to 
be impressed with this large number of 
women communicants, taking part with 
evident appreciation in this corporate 
service of consecration and thanksgiving. 

After. service tea and cakes were 
served in the guest-room, and at one 
o'clock a photograph was taken. The 
women then filed over to the bishop’s 
house, where two rooms had been thrown 
into one and benches had been brought to 
accommodate the large number who 
came to the business meeting. There 
was displayed, by stations, all the needle- 
work which had not yet found a sale, the 
name of the branch and the amount of 
the yearly contribution, neatly written 
+n Chinese on white cards, being placed 
over the several tables. Mrs. Roots had 
also hung some fine enlargements of mis- 
sion pictures, taken from Tue SPIRIT OF 
Missions, in the halls and assembly 
room, marking them too with Chinese 
characters, so as to explain at a glance 
what the pictures meant. These pictures 
delighted the women, and gave them 
some new ideas of the world, helping 
them to see what others are doing, and 
giving them a pride in the work of the 
whole society. 

As we gathered for the business meet- 
ing, leaflets having the constitution and 
prayers printed on them were distributed 
to all. The table at the end of the room 
was decorated with red embroidery and 
roses, giving a very festive air to the 
hall. Delegates had front seats and the 
rest were packed into the two rooms as 
well as they could be. 

The business meeting opened with the 
Auxiliary prayers and the Lord’s Prayer. 
All said the long prayer together, and 
their voices sounded full and clear. Mrs. 
Roots then came forward and addressed 
the meeting, speaking of her pleasure in 
being with them this year, and telling of 
the ninety-one bishops and the represent- 
atives of their people present at the tri- 
ennial gathering in Boston, as contrasted 
with one bishop and his people here in 
Hankow. She told how Shanghai was 
represented by Mrs. Graves and Mrs. 
Mosher, and Hankow by Mrs. Ingle and 


herself. It pleased them all to know that 
Mrs. Ingle had carried their money and 
placed it in the plate. She told how the 
women all over the world had raised 
$150,000, and that their contributions 
had helped to make up this amount. She 
then went on to tell of the condition of 
women in Africa and Alaska, and how 
our money is helping them. She spoke 
of those who are enduring hardness to 
help these people, and all because they 
have in their hearts the same sort of love 
that Christ had when He came to earth 
to tell us of His Father’s love. 

The reports came next, read by thir- 
teen of the Chinese women, representing 
as many different branches. All the 
Hankow and Wuchang delegates said 
something about the work, and they 
seemed to get the idea that it is their 
own society and that they are a part of 
a great whole. A plan was then put be- 
fore the women concerning the division 
of their gifts. One-half was to be re- 
served for the United Offering of 1907— 
that was well understood—but nothing 
had been said as to the disposal of the 
other half. The plan proposed was to 
divide this second half into three equal 
parts, one part to be used for the delegate 
fund, one part to go to some general of- 
fering to a needy place in China, and the 
third part to be used to buy something 
for their own churches. Miss Byerly 
suggested that we give our money to the 
bishop and let him decide which was the 
most needy place, and to this we all 
agreed. The offering amounted to 
$187.13, outside of the unsold articles,” 
which will be sold for the benefit of the 
Hankow branch and given to the United 
Offering of 1907. 

The meeting closed with prayer, and 
then we assembled in the church for the 
afternoon service. Nearly two hundred 
women had gathered by this time, and 
all the clergy of Hankow and Wuchang, 
except Mr. Lieo, were present in the 
chancel. The choir boys sang “From 
Greenland’s icy mountains” and other 


hymns, and we had three short addresses, —

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from Mr. Hu, of St. Saviour’s, Wu- 
chang, Mr. Hwang and Bishop Roots. 
The bishop said that many people in 
China thought a woman had no soul, 
but that the Church of Christ treated 
men and women alike. He said that the 
condition of women in heathen lands was 
most pitiful, and that this society was 
giving the Chinese women a chance to 
join with their Christian sisters in other 
lands to help raise up the heathen women 
all over the world. He felt that the sight 
of so many communicants among our 
women would be a surprise and encour- 
agement to them, as it was to him. He 
was delighted to hear what they had 
done, and hoped they would go on in- 
creasing in helpfulness year by year. 
Then came the presentation of the an- 
nual offering. Mr. Wang stood at the 
chancel steps with the alms-basin in his 
hands, and invited the delegates to come 
forward with their several gifts. A 
small table was provided to rest the alms- 
basin upon, and they came up one after 
another, most quietly and reverently, to 
place their contributions on the plate. 
It was indeed an impressive sight. The 
bishop closed with the Auxiliary prayers, 
and the Chinese organist played some 
rousing music while the large assembly 
of women filed out of the church. 
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Twenty-two tables were prepared now, 
and over one hundred and eighty people 
were provided with a very good meal. 
None of the money the women earned 
was used for this. It is paid for by the 
foreigners, year by year. Some roses 
were brought over from Wuchang to be 
distributed among the guests, and all had 
a very happy time. The bishop an- 
nounced that the money they had given 
him would be used to buy brass crosses or 
some other important ornament for three 
energetic but struggling churches. One 
should be sent to Hsinti, one to Taihu 
(near Gankin), and one to Chinchow, a 
new place near Shasi. The bishop’s idea 
was to reward these places for their gen- 
erous support of their own work, and also 
to show that the ends of the diocese were 
remembered by us at this time. The 
idea pleased the women very much. 

And so the day came to an end, and 
the people had been made very happy in 
the midst of their cramped and narrow 
lives. They enjoyed their friends and 
their meal together, and the broader view 
they received. But I believe that the 
fact of helping others will be the pleas- 
antest memory they will have of the day; 
and they all want to make next year tell, 
even more than this, for the spread of 
Christ’s Kingdom. 


IN TOKYO 
BY NELLIE C. McKIM 


AM sorry to say our English-speak- 
ing branch has not done as much 
toward raising the $100,000 for the 
Board as it has done before. This 

is due chiefly, I think, to the absorbing 
interest and claims of work for the Jap- 
anese soldiers. The members of the Aux- 
iliary have taken part in the work of the 
Red Cross Society, making bandages, 
socks, caps for the invalid soldiers, filling 
“comfort bags,” ete. 

I believe there have been eight meet- 
ings during the year 1904-5—six since I 
returned from the United States. There 
have been two talks on the General Con- 
vention, one by Bishop McKim and one 
by myself. Mr. Tucker has spoken on 


evangelistic work in the north of Japan; 
Miss Ranson and Miss Neely on~dea- 
coness’ training and work, in which 
the usefulness of that training has been 
shown; Bishop Turner on work in Korea, 
and Mr. Welbourn on work among Jap- 
anese students. We are still supporting 
a young woman in the Holy Trinity Or- 
phanage at Oji, who is being trained to 
teach in the feeble-minded department. 
This takes $30 yearly, and we are sending 
the same amount for General Missions. 

The Diocesan Auxiliary of Tokyo held 
its annual meeting in April, on the 27th. 
There was a good attendance, seventy- 
nine at the Celebration at 9 a.m., and 
over one hundred members later. I told 
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the women something of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary work in the United States, 
especially of the meetings in Boston. 
There were also addresses on the work of 
the Japanese Church Missionary Society 
in Formosa, which is our special care, 
and on Christian work in the Japanese 
army at the front. This Auxiliary is 
growing steadily, and is full of life. The 
Japanese officers are women of energy 
and ability. The offerings were less af- 
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fected by the war than we feared they 
would be. Last year we had to elect an 
assistant secretary, and this year an as- 
sistant treasurer, so we now have eight 
officers. The constitution was revised, 
though not much altered. Our wish is, 
as before, to put aside one-tenth of the 
money raised annually for the United 
Offering. This year it was 38 yen, that 
is, about $19, and 300 yen, or $150, were 
sent to the Formosa Mission. 


AT BOLIN Ea OL 
BY EDWARD J. KNAPP 


[In his year at St. Thomas’s Mission, 
Point Hope, Alaska, Mr. Knapp did not 
forget, among the many other interests 
of the work, the possibility that the wom- 
en there—among the poorest and most 
ignorant of the women in all mission 
fields—might share the privileges of all 
members of the Woman’s Auxiliary. On 
July 21st he writes how he enlisted them 
in this service. | 


EMEMBERING my promise to 
try to interest the Eskimo wom- 
en in the work of the Auxil- 
iary, I made an appeal to them 

one Sunday morning not long after Eas- 
ter. I did not seek to get them to work 
for the Church during Lent, as the 
Lenten season immediately precedes the 
whaling season, in preparation for which 
the women are for some time much occu- 
pied in making fur clothing and boots 
for the men, as well as for those of them- 
selves who go out on the floe as camp 
cooks. Therefore, a little later in the 
spring, I told the women of the Auxil- 
iary and of its work, and how even poor 
Indian women here in Alaska contribute 
their little to help it on. I told them 
that there are poor benighted people in 
the world who still sit in darkness, whose 
spirits have not yet been illumined by the 
light of the Gospel, as theirs have been, 
and explained to them that they ought 
not to be willing to receive and enjoy 
the benefits conferred on them and their 
families by the Mission without trying 
to do a little, each according to her abil- 


ity, to enable others in other parts of the 
world to receive the like benefits. 

The result of the appeal has far ex- 
ceeded my expectations. The women be- 
came much interested, and at once began 
to work, and on several successive Sun- 
day mornings presented at the service 
the little things that they had made dur- 
ing the week preceding. Several little 
girls and some of the men and boys pre- 
sented their offerings, too. The articles 
are the merest trifles, but they are not 
without attraction. Some of them are 
very well made, and others show a more 
careless disposition, but I criticised none 
of them adversely, even when I knew 
that the givers should have done better 
work, This is their first offering of the 
kind. Next year I hope they will repeat 
their effort, and then they should be in- 
structed that when they make a gift to 
help on God’s work in the world they 
should put into their gifts their very best 
endeavors, and must not be content to 
present anything that shows slovenly 
handicraftmanship. The articles made 
and presented consist of the following: 
Little mittens, boots and slippers made 
of sealskin, variously dyed and orna- 
mented, small sealskin mats, and one 
mat made of the feathers from the heads 
of eider ducks, tobacco pouches made of’ 
sealskin and the skin of the salmon 
trout, which still shows the bright spots 
characteristic of the fish, several small 
raincoats made of the intestine of the 
giant seal, some little grass baskets, etc., 
etc. Many of the things are very small 
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and are suitable only for dolls, but they 
are all curious, and as the supply of such 
things from Point Hope is limited, they 
ought, I would suggest, to bring good 
prices.* 

This branch of the Auxiliary is not 
organized, so I cannot give the names of 
any officers, but I add the names of some 
of the contributors, spelling them as 
phonetically asI can. (Here follows a list 
of names of thirty-seven women, twelve 
girls, four men and four boys, a number 
of other persons also having helped.)

The attitude of the Eskimo people here 
toward Christianity I believe affords

.ever, exceptional; 
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much ground for encouragement. Their 
minds are as the untrained minds of chil- 
dren, and most often they are willing to 
accept the glad tidings with an unques- 
tioning faith. They are not quick intel- 
lectually, but they seem less so than they 
really are, I suppose, because of the diffi- 
culty one experiences in communicating 
with them through an interpreter, whose 
knowledge of English is at best but 
small. It is not an easy matter for them 
to apprehend abstract ideas, and in 
teaching spiritual truth one has to make 
free use of the parable in order to con- 
vey the intended meaning. They are a 
very gentle, diffident people, inquirers 
after truth, anxious to learn, but slow 
to express their thoughts about what is 
taught them. Certain of them are, how- 
when they have ac- 
quired a little knowledge they become 
ardently zealous and manifest an anxiety 
to teach their fellows. A few among 
them have professed Christianity, and 
have been confirmed by Bishop Rowe. 
These are, I hope and believe, trying to 
lead a truly Christian life. Others are 
catechumens awaiting Baptism and Con- 
firmation. Like the Indians on the 
Yukon, these poor people, the Eskimos, 
have to contend against many serious 
temptations that are thrown in their way 
by unscrupulous, self-seeking white 
men—temptations that arise from cer- 
tain old manners and customs that still 
survive among them—and I believe that 
Christianity is helping them to overcome 
these. 


BREAKING GROUND 
BY DR. CATHARINE P. HAYDEN 


HE first start on our new St. 
Agnes’s Hospital and Training- 
school for Nurses here in 
Raleigh was to collect a pile 

of stones, and on Saturday, May 27th, 
ground for the new building was broken. 
Just at the hour when we thought Mr. 
and Mrs. Hunter might be sailing, we 
had our little service. Mr. Delaney said 
a few words about the work, the great ef- 


fort Mrs. Hunter had made to keep the 
present hospital running, and the pleas- 
ure we have taken in our growth. 
Then we repeated the Creed, Mr. De- 
laney read some Collects, and we said 
the Lord’s Prayer and sung “The 
Church’s One Foundation,” after which 
I had the pleasure of taking out the first 
shovelful of earth. It was a very simple 
and informal service, just ourselves pres- 
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ent, no outsiders. Since then the 
foundation walls have been laid, but the 
work must go on slowly, for we want it 
to be student-labor, and then, again, we 
have not yet the $15,000 required, but 
hope the sum may be completed as the 
walls grow higher. We need the build- 
ing much. There has been an unusual 
number of patients during the summer, 
in one week we had as many as nineteen, 
and this winter we shall be crowded for 
room for nurses. The building will be 
appreciated by our colored neighbors. 
One of their newspapers, The True Re- 
former, writes: “It will be an ornament 
to St. Augustine’s School, and a blessing 
to hundreds of young colored women, who 
will be prepared here for the purpose of 
nursing the sick.” 


THE SEPTEMBER 
CONFERENCE 


HE opening conference of dioc- 

esan officers for the season of 

1905-06 was held in the Board 

Room on September 21st, 

directly following the service of Holy 
Communion in the Chapel before the 
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departure of Dr. Glenton for Han 
kow District. Mrs. Hubert, president 
of the Los Angeles Branch, presided 
over the meeting, and, on the calling of 
the roll, it was found that the following 
Branches were represented: Delaware, 
by one officer; Easton, one; Long Island, 
five; Los Angeles, one; Louisiana, one; 
Massachusetts, one; Newark, eight (one 
Junior); New Jersey, three (one Jun- 
ior); New York, seven (one Junior); 
Pennsylvania, three; Pittsburgh, one; 
Washington, one (Junior). A visitor 
was also present from the diocese of 
North Carolina. The officers were 
pleased to weleome Mrs. Ingle, of Han- 
kow, now representing Grace Parish 
Branch in Charleston, South Carolina. 

The secretary presented items of in- 
terest from the Thirty-fourth Annual 
Report of the Woman’s Auxiliary, and 
the officers heard, with great delight, that 
the Sunday-school Auxiliary and the 
Woman’s Auxiliary had each given the 
amount asked by the Board of Missions, 
and that the appropriations for the year 
had been met, so that the year had closed 
without a deficit. 

Miss M. E. Beach secretary of the 


: 
— —— 
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Church Missions Publishing Company, 
spoke of the plans for study in the new 
season, and offered the continued and 
prized help of that company in the 
study of the course being prepared by the 
Educational Secretary. 

On account of the expected absence of 
the secretary on the third Thursday in 
October, the next conference was ap- 
pointed for the fourth Thursday (the 
26th) of that month, and it-was decided 
that, for the present season, succeeding 
conferences should be held from 2:30 to 
4 in the afternoon of the third Thurs- 
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days in November, December, January, 
February, March and April. 

The secretary reported upon the sug- 
gested Apportionment of the Auxiliary’s 
$100,000 in the new year, and appealed, 
in behalf of Bishop Graves, of Shanghai, 
for a missionary physician and of Bish- 
op Brent, of the Philippines, for a wom- 
an worker at Bontoc. 

A resolution of sympathy was ex- 
tended to the Connecticut branch on the 
death of its president, Mrs. Colt, and to 
the Newark branch on the death of Mrs. 
Niles, directress for Foreign Missions. 


THE MITO CHURCH 
A SUPPLEMENT, BY MRS. CHAPPELL 


[The history of this Church and Mis- 
sion was given in the July Spirir or 
Missions, but as it has so special an in- 
terest for the Woman’s Auxiliary we add 
some details given by the wife of the 
missionary. | 


O begin at the beginning, before 
the foundations of the church 
could be laid, the house in 
which the deacon was living 

and where we formerly held the services 
had to be moved some twenty yards back 
from its position near the road to make 
way for the church. This was accom- 
plished in early September. The Jap- 
anese are very clever at moving a house 
bodily, and it is always an interesting 
sight to see a dwelling-place making a 
journey like this. It is a noisy process, 
as is also the laying of the foundation, 
for each stroke of labor is accompanied 
by a peculiar chorus of many voices of 
men, or women, as the case may be. The 
curious sing-song, which is quite diffi- 
cult to imitate, seems to help them much 
in their task. It is funny in our eyes to 
see bands of women tugging at the 
ropes, and lifting together great weights, 
but it is a common enough sight here, es- 
pecially now that in so many cases the 
breadwinner has gone to the front. 


When doing the work referred to above, 
or working in the fields, they wear leg- 
gings such as a man wears, and are not 
hampered at all by their usual attire, 
which allows but very little freedom to 
the lower limbs. 

From the autumn until the early 


_spring the process of building was con- 


tinued. It was interesting to watch it 
and note the gradual development, and 
when the roof was put on there was re- 
joicing amongst the workmen, for at that 
point in building they are always 
treated to a certain feast of “sofa,” a 
kind of macaroni; but it was a great re- 
lief when all sound of hammering was 
over and the scaffolding removed. 

It was decided that Easter Day would 
be a suitable date for the consecration 
service. Our foreign visitors were Mr. 
Gardiner and the Bishop only. We were 
fortunate in having lovely weather. The 
consecration service began at 10 A.M. 
With the Christians from country places, 
and also one of our number who left at 
Christmas for Yokohama and was able 
to spend Easter here, and a number of 
people who wished to see what our 
church was like, we had a large congre- 
gation, so that we had to send over all 
the available chairs in our own home to 
provide seats. It was a great treat to 
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us to have such a large gathering. There 
were ten candidates for Confirmation. 
Just before the Communion service all 
the invited guests (some town officials) 
and those Christians not yet confirmed 
left the church and assembled in the 
parish-rooms in the deacon’s house, where 
we others joined them after Holy Com- 
munion, and had tea and cake and an 
ordinary Japanese lunch put up in neat 
boxes—one box for the rice alone, and 
another filled with an odd assortment of 
vegetables, pickles, omelet and perhaps 
some fish. After lunch we had Sunday- 
school, so each child was given a bag 
of cakes in honor of the day. 

At half-past three there was a Bap- 
tism. There were four students, who 
had asked that they might be named 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. My 
husband was so pleased because nearly 
all our Christians and regular attendants 
at the service were present that after- 
noon, showing they felt the importance 
of the service, and, of course, it necessi- 
tated yet another journey from their 
houses—apart from the morning and af- 
ternoon services. ‘The evening service 
was at 7:30. The place was packed, for 
Dr. Motoda had come from Tokyo to 
preach to the people. I had chosen, with 
one exception (an Easter hymn), famil- 
iar tunes dear to most of the peo- 
ple, for even a great many non-Chris- 
tians have become acquainted with our 
ordinary hymns. One hymn we had is 
set to a mournful Japanese air that they 
all love. I wish you could have heard 
them sing! It was not the least use my 
trying to lead them with the organ; they 
had to go their own sweet way, and I 
followed them. This means the hymn 
took twice the usual time of singing, for 
they are invariably very slow, but it was 
very nice to hear the volume of sound, 
and to feel they were enjoying the giving 
vent to it.

A CORRECTION 


ISHOP ROOTS asks us to say that 

he finds he was mistaken in the 
statement, published on page 566 of the 
July number of THe Spirir or Missions, 
to the effect that when the industrial 


work by Chinese women, carried on un- 
der Miss Huntington’s direction at 
Ichang, becomes better known, it should 
pay all running expenses. The Bishop 
says: “This work is never likely, in Miss 
Huntington’s opinion, to become self- 
supporting, but rather always to be run 
at somewhat of a loss. The investment 
in materials is very heavy, everything 
having to come from Great Britain or 
America, and the hand work is expen- 
sive, even if it is done by Chinese wom- 
en, for Miss Huntington is unwilling to 
cut them down to the lowest point, as she 
says some other lace makers do. The 
wages of the women are 100 eash for a 
whole day’s work, or its equivalent—+.e., 
five or six cents gold, and this is a fair 
wage. Even so, what is asked for the 
work does not cover expenses.”

GIRLS’ SCHOOL, CAPE 
PALMAS 


ISS WOODRUFF writes, on July 
13th: “The bishop was here for 
our annual public examination, which 
took place this year on the 20th of June. 
We were glad to have him present. He 
is always appreciative of the work of the 
teachers and is kind when with the chil- 
dren—encourages them to try to do their 
best. 

“The school seems more than usually 
interesting, with a better class of girls 
than formerly, which speaks well for the 
mission work which is being done gen- 
erally in this part of the country.”
